Golden Mementos Presented to Henry M. 
Flagler, Commemorating a Wonderful 
Engineering Achievement. 


HE gold casket illustrated on the front 
cover of the current issue, and the 
gold plate facsimile of a telegram shown 
herewith, are evidence of the esteem and 
honor in which Henry M. Flagler is held 
by those who were associated with him in 
the extension of the Florida East Coast 
Railway to Key West, an achievement re- 
cently accomplished, which has excited the 
favorable comment of the engineering 
world. 
The accomplishment of the work was 
indeed a noteworthy one, and marks an 


we trust you may long enjoy the pleasure 
of achievement and lead us in our loyal 
service to you. Employes Florida East 
Coast Railway.” 

In the construction of the railroad no 
one who has not seen for himself the im- 
mense arches of concrete stretching mile 
after mile beyond the limit of vision aeross 
deep waters, who has not looked up from 
below at these towering bridges of cement 
and steel, who has not from a distance 
tried to measure these miles of engineering 
triumph can have more than a faint con- 
ception of what has been done. 

Many scientific problems had to be 
solved, for railroad builders never before 
had had need to solve them. The height

undertaking which ranks with the great 
engineering accomplishments of modern 
times. 

The casket and telegraph blank are in 
18-karat gold. The casket is supported by 
eagles’ claws on ivory balls, and the oak 
and laurel on either side represent strength 
and achievement. The map on the lid of 
the casket is in enamel in actual colors. 
The lines coming from the clouds are the 
sun’s rays. The inside is lined with royal 
purple velvet. The casket contains the 
golden facsimile of the telegram. This 
is in 18-karat gold, and the lettering is cn- 
graved and blacked in. 

The work is artistic, and of a very high 
order in art. The order was taken by the 
Greenleaf & Crosby Co., Jacksonville, Fla., 
and executed by the Gorham Co., of New 
York and Providence. 

The Ben ye which is dated Key West, 
Jan, 22, 1911, at St. Augustine, is directed 
to Henry M. Flagler. The text is as fol- 
lows: “Congratulating you on the com- 
pletion of the crowning work of your life,

Magnificent Silver Service for the German 
Crown Prince Couple Now Completed 
Stew wedding present of the Prussian 

cities for the Crown Prince couple is 
probably the greatest piece of silver work 
carried out in Germany during the past 
decade. This year the superb work of art 
which the Prussian cities have destined for 
the Crown Prince couple will at last be 
completed, and it will probably soon be 


presented to them. For more than five 
years the work has now been in progréss, 
but the result will certainly recompense 
the royal couple for their patient waiting. 

A number of the leading sculptors have 
collaborated in this work, and the direction 
of the whole has been left in the hands of 
the Berlin municipal architect Ludwig 
Hoffmann, who has profited by the assist- 
ance of the sculptor Prof. Louis Tuaillon 
and of Hoffmann’s deceased friend Alfted 
Messel. On behalf of a commission ap- 
pointed by the Prussian cities. the city; of 
Berlin entrusted the undertaking to ae 
artists. 

The present consists in a rich, artistic bie 
of ornamental pieces for a gala table. Alle- 
gorical and artistic work alternates, and 
consequently besides figure molders sculp- 
tors were employed who possessed special 
experience in this field of industrial art: 
Prof. August Gaul modeled two large éle- 
phants and obelisks bearing the names; of 
the donating cities. The artist finished his 
work last year, and the articles, already 're- 
produced in silver, have been placed: in 
the state bank. They will constitute the 
lateral completion of the whole. Prof. 
Ignatius Taschner has also been entrust- 
ed with several pieces; among others | he 
had modeled riders and a steer. Ernst 
Weuck designed a number of small male 
and female figures. 

The execution of the manual art portion 
was allotted to Prof. W. Widemann and 
Prof. August Vogel. Widemann created 
an immense dish and two large candelabra. 
They measure upwards of'a yard in height 
and their tripod form is embellished with 
grapevines and heads. Six arms are pro- 
vided to bear the lights. Prof. August 
Vogel made two large round dishes, as 
centerpieces, and six slender candlesticks 
as high as those of Prof. Widemann. 
Sculptor Adolf Amberg was responsible for 
the execution of a large number of dishes. 
Of course, the directing commission, with 
the co-operation of so many artistic forces, 
had above all to see that the harmony of 
the whole was maintained. This explains 
why changes were often found desirable, 
and why some pieces wrought in silver have 
reposed for years in the custody of the 
State bank, while others are not as yet ex- 
istent in the precious metal. But then it 
is to be expected that not only have the 
various artists as a matter of course pro- 
duced the very best they could, but the 
total effect of the whole creates a har- 
monious impression. 

It is expected, says the Deutsche Gold- 
schmiedckunst, that these works of art, 
probably the finest German silver work of 
recent times, will be available for public 
exhibition before the Crown Prince pair, 
after five years’ waiting, claim this superb 
gift for their own.

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A Lecture on the Diamond. 











Delivered by C. Roe Gardner, President of the Department of Mineralogy of the Brooklyn 
Institute of Arts and Sciences, before the Members of that Section. 











HE diamond, which has been from ear- 
liest times the symbol of power, ex- 
cellence and beauty, is probably the most 
interesting of precious stones; and al- 
though not the most valuable of gems, it 
outranks all others in importance. In re- 
lating the narrative of such famous stones 
as the “Sancy,” the “Great Mogul” and the 
“Koh-i-Noor, the old proverb “fact is 
stranger than fiction” was never better il- 
lustrated. It has supplied the motives for 
war and rapine, made life a burden where 
it had been a blessing, and there is no 
crime however shameful, no intrigue how- 
ever deep, which cannot be found chron- 
icled in the history of famous gems. Even 
the etymology of the name of this gem 
seems shrouded in uncertainty, of which 
the following is one conception: “Diamond, 
diamant and adamant are in fact no more 
than different adoptions by the English 
tongue of one and the same Greek, which 
afterwards became a Lation, word.” These 
synonyms signify the indomitable, the un- 
conquerable, and the method of production 
in nature’s wonderful laboratory of this 
magnificent gem remains a secret to this 
day. 

Diamonds have been’ found on the five 
continents. The first diamontiferous de- 
posits to be exploited were those of India 
and Borneo. In the early part of the 18th 
century the Brazilian fields were discov- 
ered, and the most prolific States were 
Bahia and Minas Geraes. This gem_ is 
also obtained from British Guiana of South 
America and the United States of North 
America. In Europe, the Ural Mountains 
and Lapland have produced a small quan- 
tity of diamonds. From New South Wales, 
Australia, a number of stones have been 
obtained. The most important source of 
this gem at the present time is the conti- 
nent of Africa, which supplies about 95 
per cent. of the stones in the market. 


The Indian diamond mines are often sup- 
posed to be of the greatest antiquity and 
the date of the discovery of the deposits 
is not known; but the more important 
mines known at present were worked not 
subsequent to the year 1000 A. D., and at 
some localities much later. The lavish 
adornment in the temples of the country 
proves that this gem was known to and 
greatly prized by the early inhabitants, and 
stones obtained from sacred ‘shrines and 
idols are proofs that diamond cutting has 
long been understood. 

The diamonds of India when found in 
place occur in a sandstone belonging to the 
Vindhyan formation, one of the oldest 
sedimentary formations of the country. 
There the diamontiferous sandstones have 
been exposed to the action of atmospheric 
weathering and erosion they have disinte- 
grated and the diamonds are found in con- 
glomerates, gravels and sands of later pe- 
riods. The diamonds of these later for- 
mations are sometimes rounded and water- 
worn, due to having been transported. 
The beds in which the stones are found 


are usually less and rarely exceed a foot 
in thickness. 


The working of the surface layers of 
gravel and sand is comparatively easy; but 
it is arduous work obtaining diamonds from 
the sandstone beds, and this can only be at- 
tempted where the beds are at or near the 
surface. The diamontiferous beds which 
are slightly below the surface are worked 
by sinking a shaft which extends to a 


depth of 20 feet, sometimes 30 feet, and, 


rarely 50 feet, and work at the bottom of 
the pit extends only to such distances as 
the stability of the material overehead will 
permit. 


This diamond-bearing material is then 
broken up, washed and sorted for precious 
stones. The refuse is thrown to one side, 
and there, after being exposed to the 
weather for some time, is again worked 
over and another yield of diamonds ob- 
tained. The rock in being exposed to the 
air disintegrates and stones are set free 
which were imbedded in the larger frag- 
ments. This process is repeated again and 
again, and in refuse heaps of some old 
diamond mines stones are being found at 
the present time. 


In India nearly all the diamontiferous 
localities are confined to the eastern margin 
of the Deccan Plateau extending from the 
Pennar River, the most southerly occur- 
rence, in latitude 14° north, to the Ken and 
Soane rivers in Bundelkhand, latitude 25° 
north. All the mines of India which have 
yielded diamonds on a large scale may be 
divided into three groups. The southern- 
most group includes the mines in the val- 
leys of the Kistna and Godaviri rivers and 
sometimes improperly termed the Golconda 
group, Golconda being the market-place at 
one time for the stones from these mines, 
and at present all that is left of this 
famous capital is a deserted fort. The 
second district is in the Central provinces, 
and the mines include the deposits on the 
Mahanadi River and those of Sambalpur. 
The third is the Panna group in Bun- 
delkhand. There have been a few minor 
occurrences of diamonds in addition to 
the: three important groups above men- 
tioned. These are in the Chutia Nagpur 
provinces and the Mahratta district. 


The most southerly mines are those lo- 


cated near/the Cuddapah along the- Penniar 


River, and referred to as the Chennur and 
Condapetta mines.. The workings at these 
situations are in the Banganapalli sand- 
stone. Although abandoned at present, it is 
improbable that these mines are completely 
exhausted. The diamond-bearing layer of 
this vicinity, which is a bed of clay from 
two to two and one-half feet thick and 
contains many large pebbles and boulders, 
has overlying it a bed of tough blue or 
black clay four feet thick, and above this 
a bed of sand and gravel with clay one and 
one-half feet thick. 

Farther up the Pennar River and to the 
north in the district of Bellary are the 
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diamond-bearing localities of Munimadigu 
and Wajra Karur. Here the diamonds are 
found loose in the soil. The Banganapalli 


sandstone which contains the precious . 


stones at the Cuddapah mines has not been 
observed at the Bellary deposits. As late 
as 1881 Wajra Karur yielded a stone which 
in the rough weighed 67% carats, and after 
cutting a brilliant of 245% carats, valued at 
$60,000. 

About 21 miles southwest of Nandial are 
the mines of Banganapalli, the strata con- 
taining the diamond-bearing sandstone re- 
ceiving the name of this village. The di- 
amontiferous layer, which is from 20 to 30 
feet below the surface, is a clayey con- 
glomerate, consisting largely of variously 
colored fragments of shale, chert and 
quartzite. The yield from these mines is 
very small. 


Situated in the Kistna Valley, in the 
vicinity of Kurnool, is the famous Gol- 
conda district, which has been the source 
of many of the largest and most beautiful 
diamonds of India. The richest of these 
mines were those of Kollur, which about 
the year 1660 employed nearly 60,000 per- 
sons, but are deserted at present. These 
workings are on the right bank of the 
Kistna and were discovered about 1560. 
Numerous stones have been found here 
ranging from 10 to 40 carats, but the qual- 
ity found was, usually unsatisfactory. The 
Partial.mings on the left bank of the Kistna 


‘ were formierly very rich and yielded a 


number of historical diamonds. 


To the northeast of Partial, and about 25 
miles from Ellore, are the alluvial deposits 
of Malavilly, which are about 20 feet deep 
and extend along the Kistna River nearly 
seven or eight miles. The diamonds occur 
in a layer of fragments of jasper, chert, 
quartz, sandstone and granite, which is 
overlain by a bed of calcareous travertin. 
The constituents of the diamontiferous 
layer: are ‘devoid of any indications of 
being water-worn. 

Situated along the Mahanadi River and 
in the vicinity of Sambalpur, between lati- 
tude 21° and 22° north, is a number of 
mines known as the Sambalpur group, the 
name of this village being applied to these 
workings. These mines are probably among 
the earliest to have been worked in India, 
and the date of their first discovery is un- 
known. The layer containing the diamonds 
near Sambalpur consists of a bed of tough, 
reddish clay containing sand and gravel. 
While these mines were industriously 
worked until the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury, diamonds are rarely ever found in 
these workings at the present time. 


The most northerly mines are the Panna 
group, situated between the Ken and Soane 
rivers in Bundelkhand. The diggings at 
Panna cover about 20 acres. The diamond- 
bearing layer is of ferruginous clay, im- 
bedded in which are fragments of sand- 
stone, quartz, hornstone, jasper and prase. 
This stratum is about eight inches in width 
and is worked by open pits nearly 50 feet 
in diameter, extending through the over- 
lying material, which varies in thickness up 
to 40 feet. 

Southwest of Panna, at Majgoha, is an 
interesting occurrence of diamonds. At 
this place is a cone-shaped depression about 
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100 feet deep and nearly 3)) feet wide, 
nearly two-thirds of which is filled with a 
green mud penetrated by veins of calcite 
and covered by a thick deposit of calca- 
reous travertin. The diamonds are tound 
imbedded in the mud. At the present tine 
the Panna localities are the most productive 
diamond mines in India. 

In the early mining days of Brazil gold 
was the lure of the pioneer prospectors. 
The sands of some of the Brazilian rivers 
contained in addition to gold a number of 
minerals, among which were peculiar crys- 
tals of a transparent and extremely hard 
substance. These crystals were usually 
thrown carelessly to one side or were kept 
and used as counters in games of cards, 
until one day in 1727 a resident of Serra 
do Frio, which has subsequently been re- 
named Diamantina, after seeing some of 
the odd crystals, surmised them to be di- 
amonds, observing their resemblance to 
rough diamonds he had seen in India. The 


‘discovery in the district led to a careful 


search in other parts of Brazil, and di- 
amond-bearing deposits have been located 
in the provinces of Minas Geraes, Bahia, 
Goyaz, Matto Grosso, San Paulo and 
Parano, the first two being by far the most 
important. 

The diamond-bearing deposits are sepa- 
rated into three kinds, according to their 
situation; those in the beds of streams be- 
low present high-water level are known as 
river deposits, those in the sides of the 
valleys above present high-water level are 
valley deposits, and the workings located 
on the plateaux are plateau deposits. 

From what has been observed of the 
geological formations of the diamont- 
iferous districts of Brazil they are near.y 
the same; and the mode of occurrence at 
Diamantina, the principal district in Mirtas 
Geraes, may be taken as a typical exainple 
of the workings throughout Brazil. This 
district of Diamantina forms a plateau ex- 
tending from Serra northward about 50 
miles along the crest and on both sides of 
the interior mountain range which forms the 
watershed between the Rio Jequetinhonha 
and other rivers of the east and the Rio 
de Sao Francisco on the west. The Rio 
Jequetinhonha and other rivers flowing 


down the western slopes of the Serra do. 


Espinhago, which are formed of itacolum- 
ite, are diamontiferous, and the number 
and size of the diamonds gradually de- 
crease, finally disappearing entirely as the 
distance increases from the source of the 
river; the eastern slopes of this range are 
formed of gneiss, mica schist, etc., and 
those rivers which have their source in 
these slopes, as the Rio Doce and its efflu- 
ents, are devoid of diamonds. From this it 
will be noticed that diamonds occur along 
those rivers which flow through beds ot 
itacolumite and are absent along those 
rivers which flow through, gneisses and 
schists. This tends to indicate that the 
source of the dismonds is in the beds of 
itacolumite. 

Of the three classes of deposits the river 
deposits are the richest and consequently 
the most important. In order to reach the 
diamond-bearing material or cascalho, as 
it is known to the workers, the wate? of the 
river is led away by means of wooden 
sluices or by cutting a new channel parallel 


to the course, and thus exposing the river 
bed. The upper layer, which varies in 
thickness from a few inches to nearly 100 
feet, is barren of diamonds. Below this 
and resting on the solid rocks is the cas- 
calho. At some of the workings the upper 
barren layer is absent and the diamont- 
iferous stratum extends *o the surface. 
Pothcles and rifts are sometimes found in 
the beds of the streams containing accumu- 
lations of rich cascalho. The minerals usu- 
ally found associated with the diamonds 
are quartz, magnetite, limonite, sphene, 
rutile, anatase, topazes, garnets, staurolite, 
tourmaline, cyanite and monazite. 

During the dry season from April to 
October, when the water in the rivers is 
at the lowest, as much cascalho is exca- 


vated as possible and deposited ut a safe- 


distance from the river, where, in the rainy 
season, it is washed and sorted fur the di- 
amonds it may contain. The eyes of the 
workers are so experienced that their ability 
for being able to distinguish diamonds 
from other minerals associated with them 
is remarkable. 

The valley deposits are in the sides of 
the valleys above present high-water level 
and follow the general direction of the 
existing rivers. The cascalho of these de- 
posits, which are usually of small extent, 
rests upon a thin layer of sand and clay 
called barro. This barro always shows 
lines of bedding which the cascalho does 
not. The cascalho of these workings are 
treated for the recovery of diamonds in 
much the same manner as that from the 
river deposits. Water being most abundant 
in the rainy season, as much cascalho is ex- 
posed as possible at this time by causing 
the streams to flow over the ground to be 
werked and thus washing away the over- 
lying material. The minerals found asso- 
ciated with the diamonds in these deposits 


are the same as those occurring in the river 


workings. 

The diamontiferous material of the 
plateau deposits, known as gurgulho, con- 
sists of large fragments of surounding 
rocks and <csually shows lines of bedding. 
The minerals associated with the diamond 
in the plateau situations are the same as 
those occurring with the diamond at the 
other classes of deposits; although the 
heavier minerals, as the oxides of titanium 
and iron, are much more abundant in the 
former th2n the latter. The minerals and 
rock fragments which constitute the gur- 
gulho are but slightly waterworn and re- 
tain their sharp angles, indicating that these 
materials have not been transported very 
far from their original resting places. 


Plateau deposits being located at or near 
the height of land, the water required for 
washing the gurgulho is stored in reser- 
voirs specially constructed for this pur- 
pose. When first excavated the constitu- 
ents of the diamontiferous mass are so com- 
pletely colered by red clay it is impossible 
to distinguish one mineral from another. 
After the gurgulho is thoroughly washed, 
the diamonds are picked out by hand. 

While the State of Minas Geraes has 
produced a total output of diamonds greater 
than any other State in Brazil, its present 
productiveness is exceeded by the State of 
Bahia; although the stones from the latter 
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are inferior in quality to those from the 
former. 

An interesting incident is related in con-_ 
nection with the discovery of diamonds in 
Bahia. A slave who was a native of Minas 
Geraes, while tending cattle in Bahia, ob- 
served a similarity between the soil of this 
State and that of his nativity. Diligent 
search in the sands soon rewarded him with 
about 700 carats of diamonds. Fleeing 
with these to another city, he tried to dis- 
pose of his rich find, but such wealth in the 
hands of a slave created suspicion and led 
to his arrest. All efforts to make him 
divulge the place from which the stones 
had been obtained were of no avail, and the 
discovery of this location was only made 
possible by returning him to his former 
ocupation of tending cattle. In a short 
time the unsuspecting slave, whose every 
move was being observed, disclosed his 
secret by hunting for more stones. 

The most important district in Bahia was 
discovered in 1844 in the Serra da Sincora, 
a spur of the Serra da Chapada. The di- 
amonds occur in the alluvial deposits of the 
Rio do Sao Francisco and Rio Paraguassu 
rivers; the valleys of these streams are sep- 
arated by the Serra da Sincora. The sands 
and gravels in which the stones are found 
form the beds of the present water courses 
and the minerals associated with the di- 
amond are the same as those occurring with 
the diamond at Diamantina. 

The diamonds from Bahia are known as 
“Sincora stones,” or “Bahias,” to distin- 
guish them from ‘ Diamantina stones.” The 
former are inferior to the latter in quality 
and are therefore much lower in price. The 
size of the stones are unusually small. Of 
10,000 diamonds obtained from these dig- 
gings rarely more than one weighs 20 
carats, and of the remainder, 8,000 weigh 
1 carat or less. 

The black variety of diamond, carbonado, 
is almost exclusively obtained from the 
district of Sircora. It is found in alluvial 
deposits associated with ordinary diamond, 
which it is very unlike in appearance. 
Carbonado is usually more or less porous, 
and when powdered material is examined 
under the microscope is observed to -con- 
sist of small octahedra of diamond which 
contain many inclusions. 

The hardness of carbonado, which often 
exceeds ordinary diamond, combined with 
absence of cleavage in the mass, is a prop- 
erty which makes this material specially 
suitable for use in rock-drills. A carbon 
about the size of a man’s fist was found 
July 15, 1895, in Bahia. This weighed 3,167 
carats when found, but subsequently lost 
19 carats, reducing its weight to 3,148 
carats (1% pounds avoirdupois). 

For centuries many of the native black 
tribes of South Africa had camped and 
roamed along the shores of the Orange and 
Vaal Rivers without suspecting the presence 
of the most valuable of gems. Experienced 
mineralogists were rare in this country at 
that time, and even the government ge- 
ologist, Wiley, who in the course of the 
investigation of some alleged gold discov- 
eries stood on the edge of the Jagersfon- 
tein farm, where later a prolific mine was 
discovered, does not appear to have sur- 
mised the existence of diamonds. 

Among the early settlers was Daniel: 
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Jacobs, who located his family on the banks 
of the Orange River near the settlement of 
Hopetown. His children played along the 
banks of the river, where the most wonder- 
fully colored pebbles of jasper, chalcedony 
and agates were to be had for the taking. 
One stone in particular, which was found 
in the spring of 1867, was so bright and 
sparkling that it attracted the attention of 
the farmer’s wife. Shalk van Niekirk, a 
neighbor, observing the stone, and thinking 
it might possibly have some value, offered 
to purchase it, but the good wife laughed 
at accepting anything for a pebble, but told 
Niekirk he might keep it. He put the stone 
in the hands of John O’Reilly, a traveling 
trader, who placed it in an unsealed en- 
velope and sent it in the regular post cart 
to Dr. W. Guybon Atherstone, the leading 
mineralogist of the colony, for determina- 
tion. Dr. Atherstone pronounced the -stone 
a diamond weighing 21% carats and worth 
$2,500. This stone was later shown at the 
Paris Exhibition of 1867. 

The finding of a beautiful white diamond 
in March, 1869, weighing 831% carats, on 
the Jendfontein farm, near the Orange 
River, created a great rush to the field. 
The magnificent stone, which later became 
famous as “The Star of South Africa,” 
was bought by Shalk van Niekirk for 500 
sheep, 10 oxen and a horse, and he sold it 
to Lilienfield Bros., of Hopetown, for 
$56,000. It was afterwards secured by Earl 
Dudley for $125,000. As the report of the 
finding of this gem spread, adventurers 
from all over the globe began to head for 
the Cape. The best means of transport from 
the coast to the diamond diggings was the 
trekking ox-wagon of the Boer pioneer. 
The road in fair weather was a rough track 
and after a rain was turned to beds of 
mud. The newcomers spread along the 
banks of the Orange and Vaal Rivers. 

The alluvial deposits along these rivers 
are not of the recent bed, but were spread 
over a large tract of the country by water 
which subsequent to the filling up of the 
volcanic pipes abraded the land, sometimes 
covering the tops of ridges and kopjes 
with water-worn material. The diamond- 
bearing material after being excavated is 
placed in a machine resembling the gold 
placer miner’s cradle, and is rocked and 
stirred while a stream of water flows over 
it. By this means the finer stuff is carried 
away and the residue is placed upon a 
board and sorted for diamonds. In using 
the cradle for concentrating material the 
inexperienced workers cannot compete with 
the skilled laborer, and many awkward 
searchers lacking the dexterity required in 
handling this washing machine failed to 
extract any diamonds from masses ot 
gravel and lost heart completely. 

The gravel contained agates, peridot, gar- 
nets, jasper, quartz crystals and worn chips 
of sandstone and basalt. Diamonds of 10 
carats were not uncommon, but stones over 
30 carats were rare. A large number of 
the stones found were pure white. In rare 
instances brown, pink, blue, orange and 
deep yellow shading to delicate straw col- 
ored stones were found. Among the im- 
portant workings of recent. years are 
Barkley West, Klipdam, Good Hope, Wal- 
deck’s' Plant and Wedburg, and at the dig- 
gings of some of these localities the primi- 


tive methods of old are still, employed 
to-day. 

The farm Jagersfontein, the property of 
the Widow Visser, lay in a pretty valley 
near the settlement of Fauresmith. There 
was no thought of a diamond field on the 
plateau so far from the river bed until 
De Kleek, the overseer of this farm, ab- 
serving garnets in the bed of a tiny 
stream on this land, and knowing garnets 
were considered an indication of the pres- 
ence of diamonds, was led to search the 
gravel along its course, which was dry in 
Summer. In August, 1870, at a depth of 
six feet he found a fine diamond of 50 
carats, and the news of the discovery 
spread rapidly.

General Appraisers, New York, on 
Mother-of-Pearl Rosaries, Jew- 
elry and Imitation Pearls. 


Recent decisions by the Board of United 
States General Appraisers, New York, in- 
clude the following of interest to the trade: 

B. Handal & Bro., New York, imported 
rosaries in chief value of mother-of-pearl. 
Duty was assessed at 60 per cent. under 
Par. 408, Act 1897. The importers claim 
35’ per cent. ad valorem under Par. 450 of 
said Act, as manufactures of mother-of- 
pearl, The protest is sustained and the col- 
lector’s decision reversed. 

Albert Lorsch & Co., New York, import- 
ed pieces of shell that have been cut in 
cameo and are designed for use in the man- 
ufacture of jewelry. Duty was assessed at 
35 per cent. under Par. 450 of the Act of 
1897. The importers claim the merchan- 
dise to be dutiable at 10 per cent. under 
Par, 4385 of the same Act. The protest is 
sustained by the board. 

Bone charms were imported by A. A. 
Vantine & Co., New York. The articles 
were returned for duty at 60 per cent. un- 
der Par, 448 of the Act of 1909. The im- 
porters’ claim the charms dutiable at 35 
per cent. under Par. 463 of the same Act. 
The board sustains the importers. 

John F. Allen imported at Providence, 
R. I., imitation pearls mounted on short 
pieces of brass wire, the same being used 
in the manufacture of jewelry, the same be- 
ing commercially known as imitation pre- 
cious stones. The collector assessed the 
goods at 60 per cent. under Par. 448 of the 
Act of 1909. The importer claimed duty at 
20 per cent. under Par. 449 of the same 
Act. The board sustains the protest. 


Schedules in Bankruptcy of Edward U. 
Kahn, Inc., Show Liabilities of 
$36,033, with Assets Unknown. 
Schedules in bankruptcy of Edward U. 
Kahn, 604 Broadway? New York, as filed 
in the United States District Court, New 
York, last week, show liabilities of $36,033 
in unsecured claims, and assets of unknown 
value. An involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy was filed against Edward U. Kahn, 
a corporation, which imported and manu- 
factured jewelry novelties, belts, ladies’ 

neckwear, etc., about Oct. 1.

Jury Convicts Both Men Accused of 
Murdering Laredo, Tex., Jeweler, 
Giving One the Death Penalty 
and the Other Life Im- 
prisonment. 


Larepo, Tex., Jan. 24—The conviction 
of J. B. Compton and “Lonnie” A, Franks 
on the charge of murdering and robbing G. J. 
Levytansky, a jeweler of this city, on the 
night of Dec. 22, has caused general satis- 
faction throughout the business community 
here and among jewelers generally in 
Texas. 

The details of this dastardly crime were 
published in a previous issue of Tue Jew- 
ELERS’? CIRCULAR-WEEKLY.  Levytansky’s 
lifeless body was found Dec. 23 by a friend 
who called at the store. Then it was dis- 
covered that his safe had been looted of 
diamonds, and suspicion pointed to Comp- 
ton and Franks. The police officers got on 
the trail of these men, and learned they 
had left town. Franks was traced to San 
Antonio and captured, and Compton was 
taken into custody a little later. After his 
capture, Franks made a confession in which 
he implicated Compton, and told the sheriff 
that he sent the diamonds taken from the 
safe by mail to McKinney, Tex., where 
about $12,000 worth of gems were later re- 
covered by the officers. Compton, when 
told of Franks’ confession, also made a 


confession, but put the blame upon his 
associate. 

The trial of the men began early last 
week, and lasted several days. Among 
the witnesses were Ed. Chambers, San An- 
tonio, who had met the defendants in this 
city on the night of the robbery, when they 
carried in their hands the piece of pipe 


with which Levytansky was struck down. 


Others testified as to Franks and Compton 
coming to the jewelry store on the night 
in question, and a police officer identified 
the prisoners as the men he had seen leav- 
ing it early on the morning of Dec. 23. It 
was proved that the jeweler had been 
knocked down with the bludgeon and had 
been stabbed. 

An assistant cashier of the Milmo Na- 
tional Bank delivered up a package of dia- 
monds that had been deposited with the 
‘bank, and which had been previously sent 
to “S. A, Austin” at McKinney, Tex. 
Sheriff Tobin delivered up packages that 
he had obtained from an assistant in the 
San Antonio post office, which had been re- 
covered in accordance with information 
supplied by Franks, and which contained 
diamonds and other articles of the de 
ceased. The sheriff also told Franks’ con- 
fession, and how Franks had told him 
Compton had stabbed Levytansky with a 
long-bladed pearl-handle knife. 

The confession of Franks was read to 
the jury, after which a hotel proprietor 
identified Franks as having registered at 
his hotel as “S. Austin, Dallas,” at McKin- 
ney. Marshal Brennan testified as to the 
admissions made by Compton, and a broth- 
er of the murdered man identified the dia- 
monds and jewelry which had been re- 
covered through these confessions. 

There were no eyewitnesses to the deed, 
but the circumstantial evidence brought out 
by the prosecution was overwhelming. 

The defendants were represented by dif- 
ferent counsel, each of whom tried to shift 
the greater part of the blame of the crime 
upon the other’s client. The witnesses im 
behalf of the defense testified principally as 
to their good character. The case was 
finally given to the jury, which, in this 
State, has the right to decide the guilt or 
innocence of the prisoner and also the pen- 
alty to be imposed when guilty. The jury 
finally brought in a verdict to the following 
effect: 

“We, the jury, find the defendants, J. B. 
Compton and Lonnie A. Franks, guilty 
of murder in the first degree, as charged 
in the indictment, and assess the punishment 
of the defendant Compton at death, and 
assess the punishment of the defendant 
Franks at confinement in the penitentiary 
for life.” 

A motion for a new trial was made by 
the attorneys for the defendants, and the 
judge announced that he would hear the 
argument on this motion before the penalty 
was formally imposed. 

It is expected that Compton will be exe- 
cuted in February.

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Annual Meeting of the Jewelers Board of Trade. 


Members Listen to Encouraging Reports, Choose Directors and Elect Officers for Ensuing Year. 














The annual meeting of the members of 
the National Jewelers Board of Trade was 
held Thursday afternoon in the large rooms 
on the fifth floor of the Silversmiths build- 
ing, 15 Maiden Lane, New York, at which 
time officers and directors were elected for 
the ensuing year after the members had 
listened to excellent reports of the work 
accomplished during the past 12 months. 
The reports of the officers and heads of 
the committees reflected splendid progress 
during the year, and most earnest attention 
was given to the reading of the different 
reports which were heartily applauded. 
Throughout the entire meeting a spirit of 
<o-operation and good will was shown by 
all. 


The past year has marked an epoch of 
great progress in the history of the Na- 
tional Jewelers Board of Trade, and under 
the new management many changes and 
additions have been made, which have al- 
ready proved their worth. Every depart- 
ment of the work of the Board has shown 
marked progress, and the increase in mem- 
bership, together with the promulgation of 
a wider scope for the Board under its new 
name of the National Jewelers Board of 
Trade, has necessitated the addition of a 
considerable number of employes to the 
staff. This, together with the systematiz- 
ing of the work and the installation of new 
equipment, has placed the Board in a posi- 
tion where it stands at the head of or- 
ganizations of its kind, The attendance 
at the meeting’Thursday was a darge one, 
and the enthusiasm displayed -bespeaks the 
future prosperity of the organization 
During the year, plans had been formulated 
for the opening of a branch office in San 
Francisco, and the branch offices already 
in operation have been strengthened in 
many ways. 


The proceedings began at 2:45 Pp. m., with 
the reading of the report of President M. 
D. Rothschild, which was as follows: 


PRESIDENT ROTHSCHILD’s REPORT. 

The year 1911 has been the banner year of 
our Board, and a roster of 800 members with an 
income of nearly $118,000 from membership dues 
and collection fees places your organization well 
in the fore of important mercantile bodies. 

Our activities, as you will see from the full 
and able report of the secretary, have been mani- 
fold and unceasing, and above everything else, 
there is the note of things accomplished for the 
benefit of our membership and of the trade in 
general. 

Mere bigness, however, falls far short of the 
point at which we have been aiming, and while 
large numbers make for increased efficiency, we 
must strive to improve the quality of our mem- 
bership so that the objects for which this mutual 
organization was formed may be fully attained. 

When you joined the Board you gave up cer- 
tain fundamental rights in order to tnvest the or- 
ganization with sufficient power and authority to 
protect your interests in failures and bankruptcies. 

It is self evident that the whole is stronger than 
any part, and that a combination of a number of 
creditors has more collective power than each 
individual creditor in the group. 

This axiom is the underlying reason for Article 
VIL, Section 1, of our by-laws, ufiaer which every 
member agrees to hand his claim to the Board in 
case of a failure or bankruptcy. This obligation, 
besides being legally and morally binding, is in 
the interest of all members. 


It is legal because members are absolutely bound 
by the by-laws, and the Board has both the right 
and the duty to insist that all shall faithfully live 
up to this rule. It is moral because fairness re- 
quires that members should carry out their com- 
pact with each other, and should not try, for pecu- 
niary or other reasons, to evade their plain ‘re 
sponsibilities. This by-law is in the highest degree 
in the self-interest of all creditor members, be- 
cause it is only by this method that a proper con- 
trol of a bankrupt estate can be had and the 
largest possible dividend with.a misimum of ex- 
pense can be expected. 

It is regrettable that some merchants are still 
hoodwinked by attorneys who solicit cJaims in 
bankruptcy, offeri7g the bait that there will be 
no charge fer their services. Unfortunately this 
proposition to save collection fees sometimes finds

favor in the eyes of unthinking members. Law- 
yers are not philanthropistS’ but must live by their 
profession, and as some of them are not over 
scrupulous regarding the methods by which they 


make money, it is safe to assume that such so- 
called free service is always well paid for. by 
someone. 


In all such instances the creditor pays roundly. 
In fact he often pays many times the amount 
of the Board of Trade fees. The lawyer who 
professes to handle claims “free of charge” often 
acts ia collusion with the lawyer for the bankrupt, 
and between the two the bankrupt’s affairs are 
so maniplated that the dividends to creditors 
sometimes reach the vanishing point. 

Where the National Jewelers Board of Trade 
controls the situation, however, bankrupts are ex- 
amined to unearth conacealed assets, the fees of 
lawyers for the receiver and trustee are kept 
within reasonable bounds, and the resultant in- 
crease in the dividends usually following such con- 
trol generally exceeds our moderate collection 
charges. 

In extension matters our by-laws do not impose 
the same obligations on members; experience, how- 
ever, has taught us that the granting of extensions 
without a thorough examination of the business 
affairs of those requiring them is apt to be futile 
and of little real value to either creditors or 
debtors. 

The Board is always ready to make such ex- 
aminations, and members should advise all dealers 
who may be in temporary difficulties that they 
will find it to their advantage to obtain our as- 
sistance in arranging matters of this kind. 

It has been suggested by our committee on nom- 
inations that their labors would be greatly simpli- 
fied and the interests of our Board advanced, if 
amendments to the by-laws were made whereby 
the term of director was fixed at three years, with- 
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out eligibility to re-election for a next succeeding 
term; the first board elected under such an 
amended rule would be divided into three classes, 
of one, two and three years; and thereafter one- 
third of the directors would be elected each year 
for a full term of three years. 


As it is of the greatest importance to our wel- 
fare that we should have an active and inter- 
ested body of directors at all times, and as rota- 
tion in office tends to bring about this result, I 
respectfully refer this suggestion to the ingoming 
board of directors, with the recommendation that 
the matter be taken up with our local boards, and 
that the necessary amendments be framed and 
presented to you for action before the next an- 
nual meeting. 

Your Board has outgrown both the work and 
the reputation of being a mere reporting and col- 
lection agency, as our many successful activities 
testify. Questions of general interest to all our 
members are coming to the front from time to 
time, and a demand has arisen for some oppor- 
tunity for a periodical exchange of views between 
members. 

Our annual meeting is absorbed in the reading 
of reports and the election of officers, leaving but 
little spare time for general discussion. As our 
membership is country-wide it is particularly de- 
sirable that as many members as possible attend 
such annual gatherings, and I therefore suggest to 
the board of directors the advisability of extend- 
ing the scope of our annual meetings by turning 
them into annual conventions of the National Jew- 
elers Board of Trade, covering several days, if 
that is thought advisable. 

Under our efficient good and welfare committee, 
or some special committee to be appointed for the 
purpose, these meetings might be utilized to bring 
us in closer touch with our fellow members, and 
furnish a forum for the discussion of problems 
which are peculiarly the province of our or- 
ganization. 

A special report by the chairman of the good 
and welfare committee will give you some idea 
of the activities of this important body during the 
past year. : 

Our pension fund is fairly started, and it is 
gratifying to note that no mew occasion for its 
use has arisen during the past year. As the Board 
becomes more prosperous it is hoped that \\some 
means may be devised to increase the fund to 
such proportions that the interest thereof may 
serve for the ordinary purposes for which this 
fund was created, 

Our branch at San Francisco is now in full 
operation and will undoubtedly strengthen our 
Board in handling failures and excensions in that 
territory. It may take a little time to accustom 
the dealers on the Pacific coast to the idea of 
having, what some of them seem to consider, an 
alien body in their midst, but I am certain that 
it is only a question of comparatively short time 
when most if not all our fellow merchants on 
the coast will join our Board, and in so doing 
find that they will receive benefits far in excess of 
benefits conferred by them. ; 

A large number of our members do business in 

the Pacific coast States, and in many cases of 
failures during the past two years the eastern 
creditors were heavily interested; in some in- 
stances they were in the majority both as to num- 
ber and amount of indebtedness. Under such con- 
ditions it was imperative that a branch be opened, 
and it is hoped that our San Francisco office will 
receive support from our entire membership. 

To send your Pacific coast collection elsewhere 
than to your own office would not only be disloyal 
to your organization, but highly detrimental to 
your own best interests. 

The Pacific coast branch is there to stay, and 
it remains for those members who do business in 
that territory to justify the wisdom of their di- 
rectors by doing their utmost to make that office 
self-supporting. ; ; 

The instructive report of our secretary will give 
you but a glimpse of the work accomplished by 
the home and the branch offices during the past 
year. : 
Much has been done to improve our service; 
much remains to be done before we can hope to 
be in the compelling position where every mer- 
chant and manufacturer in our line will find it 
inconvenient and highly unprofitable to remain out- 
side of our ranks. 

Our Board is a family affair, and a lukewarm 
or disloyal member injures every other member; 
it behooves you therefore to use your influence to 
the end that every member of tne National Jew- 
elers Board of Trade with whom you come in 
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contact lives up to his obligations, so that our 
Board may grow strong enough to protect the 
weak, punish the dishonest and deal justly and 
generously with the unfortunate. 

It is with great regret that I recall to your 
minds the loss of two of our directors during the 
past year, Alfred Krower and W. J. Johnston. Mr. 
Krower served the Board for one and one-half 
years with a rare fidelity and disregard of per- 
sonal sacrifice that lifted bim high in the esteem 
of his fellow directors. Mr. Johnston’s services 
in Pittsburgh were of distinct value to our or- 
ganization. 

I also wish to announce the recent death of our 
oldest employe, Samuel Tickell, a man whom we 
all admired for his courtesy and intelligence, and 
who faithfully performed his duties to the last 
moment, passing away at an age of many years 
beyond the psalmist’s “three score and 10.” 

It is hardly necessary for me to commend our 
able secretary, our efficient branch managers, or 
our capable staff in New York and branch offices; 
their work speaks for itself; but I cannot close 
this report without noting my hearty appreciation 
for the splendid things accomplished by them. 

To the directors generally, and especially to 
those fellow directors with whom my _ duties 
brought me in constant touch, I wish to convey 
my sense of deep obligation for the splendid and 
unswerving support which I have received during 
my two presidential terms. 

In conclusion permit me to thank you for the 
honor you have twice conferred upon me, and be- 
speak for my successor the same support you have 
so steadfastly given me. 


A. L. Stearns, treasurer of the Board, 
submitted his report, which showed the 
organization to be in splendid financial con- 
dition. The figures submitted showed a big 
increase in the receipts and that a larger 
amount had been expended than during any 
previous year. The surplus was also larger. 

Following the report of the president, 
came that of Secretary Edmund N. Stone. 
Mr. Stone said: 


SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

Gentlemen—The past year has shown consider- 
able improvement in the methods and condition of 
the Board, both as to service to members and 
financially. The large increase 1n the member- 
ship and the scope of operations, spreading over 
a. much larger field than previously, necessitated 
a great deal of hard and conscientious work on 
the part of all connected with the Board. At the 
time I took up the management of the operations 
it became necessary to have a definite policy, in 
order to place the Board on a proper paying basis. 
The rapid increase in membership necessitated, 
naturally, increased cost, as the idea of the Board 
is to expend practically all the money received 
towards increasing the efficiency of the service, 
in other words, so that the member who pays $1 
to the Board receives $1 in benefit. While men- 
tioning this subject I desire to say that, in com- 
parison with any collection or reporting agency, 
which is operated for profit, the Board members 
receive in service practically $2 for every $1 they 
pay to the Board. The object of the secretary, 
during the past year, has been to familiarize the 
members with the benefits to be derived from their 
hearty and unstinted co-operation, as it is only in 
this manner can the results so much to be desired 
finally be accomplished. Many new departures 
and innovations have been instituted during the 
past year, all for the benefit of the members. 

A new department, called the membership de- 
partment, was created for the sole object of 
familiarizing the members with the real workings 
of the Board and with what we were trying to 
do for the welfare of the trade in general. 
FINANCIAL CONDITION AND OPERATIONS FOR THE 

YEAR 1911. 

The financial condition of the Board, Dec. 31, 
1911, was much stronger than at the end of the 
previous two years. 

The income, from all sources, for the 12 months 
ending Dec. 31, 1911, wgs $117,637.82, while the 
expenditures, including New York, Chicago, Provi- 
dence and San Francisco offices, together with ex- 
penses of all kinds and nature, were $113,792.77. 
This includes $307.76 expended on account of the 
San Francisco office, which was not officially 
opened until Jan. 1, 1912. this expenditure being 
made before ‘that date. The profit for the year 
was $3,545.05, in comparison with a profit of 


$558.22 for the year 1910. The income of the 
previous year was $95,731.96, while the expenses 
of the previous year were $95,173.74. According 
to these figures, the income over that of the pre- 
vious year increased 23 per cent., while the ex- 
penses increased 19.6 per cent. In comparison 
with that of the year 1909 the income increased 
38 per cent., while the expenses increased about 
18 per cent., showing a net increase in the income 
of 20 per cent. This was quite necessary on ac- 
count of the Board having operated at a large 
loss during the year 1909. Exhibit “‘B” shows 
the income aad expenses, in detail, in comparison 
with that for the year 1910. 

While it is not the policy of the Board to ac- 
cumulate a large surplus, it is very desirable that 
a surplus be gradually accumulated so that the 
Board may be on a sound financial basis if, for 
any reason, in the future, the income should be 
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insufficient to meet the running expenses for any 
period. 

ASSETS AND LIABILITIES, 


The financial condition of the Board, so far as 
assets and liabilities are concerned, is practically 
the same as on Dec. 31, 1910, the cash on hand at 
New York showirg a decrease of $1,568.32, in 
comparison with that of a year ago, while the cash 
at the various offices shows a small increase. The 
accoun‘s receivable also show a very small in- 
crease, while amount due from members shows a 
decrease of $112.69, although the membership has 
increased very materially. Members’ attention is 
called to this item of “due from members.” The 
real conditions should be that practically no 
amount should be carried as due from members 
at the end of a quarter. A number of members 
are not prompt in their remittances of dues to 
the Board and it costs considerable effort on the 
part of the secretary and the accounting depart- 
ment to collect this amount. Prompt remittances 
by all members of dues would leave the time of 
the accounting department, now taken up in send- 
ing out statements and preparing lists of delin- 
quent members, for other purposes, and would 
facilitate the work of that department. 

The increase in furniture and fixture account, 
at all offices, amounted to $1,710.22, and is on 
account of the purchase of new equipment of all 
kinds. During the year all the old typewriters 
were exchanged for new ones and the equipment 
standardized. This was deemed best as some of 
the typewriters were old and worn out and the 
expense for repairs was becoming heavy. A very 
advantageous exchange was made tor typewriters 
of all one make. 

The accounts payable, Dec. 31, 1911, decreased 
in comparison with that of the previous year 
$2,229.44. 

SPECIAL FUND, 

This fund shows a decrease in comparison with 
that of Dec. 31, 1910, of $1251.03. The receipts 
during the year amounted to $3,580.25, this amount 
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being contributed by members. The amount ex- 
pended from this fund during the year was $4,- 
831.28, $1,818.58 being on account of the City 
Jewelry Co. or Shreve matter. The balance was 
expended on account of various investigations. 
and prosecutions of fraudulent debtors and the 
preventing of these debtors getting their discharge 
in bankruptcy. The policy of the finance commit- 
tee is not to accumulate a large unexpended bal- 
ance in this fund, but to spend the entire amount 
received during the year if necessary for the pur- 
pose of investigations and prosecutions. It is be- 
lieved that the safeguards thrown around this 
fund by the finance committee and the willing- 
ness on its part to appropriate from this fund 
sufficient amounts to prosecute dishonest debtors 
have had a great deterrent effect, during the past 
year, upon many a debtor who would have other- 
wise defrauded his creditors if the Board had not 
been in a position to institute proceedings against 
him. 
PENSION FUND. 

In accordance with a resolution passed at the 
last annual meeting, fhere has been set aside one 
per cent. of the gross income of the Board for 
the purpose of establishing a fund for the benefit 
of employes. This fund is under the direction of 
the pension committee and expenditures have been 
charged oaly by its direction. The amount charged 
to income during. the year was $1,176.38. From 
this has been expended $252.50, salary paid to 
Mr. Thomas during the year 1911 and prior to 
his death. 

It is necessary to watch the income and ex- 
penses of the Board very closely on account of 
the fluctuation of collection fees. The expenses 
have to be scrutinized very closely in order to see 
that they do not exceed the income; at the same 
time to spend every possible dollar towards in- 
creased efficiency. 


REPORTING DEPARTMENT. 

IL do not hesitate to state that I believe the 
reporting department of the Board is more reliable 
and in better condition than that of any agency 
or association in the country, and that members 
ret better service at much less cost than they 
could possibiy obtain elsewhere. The old rating 
key under wlicl: the Board had been operating for 
so many years, was deemed by your secretary at 
the time he took charge, to be antiquated and one 
thar did not indi¢ate to the members facts which 
were very desirable, that is to say, how concerns 
paid their bills and how their credit stood with the 
trade in general. In order to make a change for 
the better a great deal of time and thought was 
necessary, so that no mistake would be made. The 
officers, directors and members were conferred 
with and consulted, as well as the credit insur- 
ance companies. After due deliberation a change 
was made, which took effect Sept. 1, after the 
issuance of the reference book of that date all 
reports written and all ratings assigned were 
under the new key. The secretary has received 
many compliments upon the change and desires 
to thank those who were instrumental in devising 
a key so acceptable to all, the credit insurance 
companies stating that it is the best rating key 
of any reporting concern in existence. 

The number of inquiries received and reports 
issued to members during the year were 71,259, 
an increase of 5,217 over that of the previous 
year. A new form of inquiry ticket was devised 
and sent to members under date of Sept. 1, with 
the request that members use this form when 
making inquiries, the idea being that if members 
would fill out this inquiry ticket properly it would 
be a gredt saving to the Board in gathering in- 
formation, that is to say, it would be unnecessary 
for the reporting department, either by mail or 
reporters to call upon the party who made the 
inquiry for information which could be volun- 
tarily given when the inquiry is sent. If members 
would bear in mind that they would facilitate the 
work greatly by giving this information voluntarily 
it would be unnecessary for the Board to go to 
the extra expense of communicating with them 
again for informatior™ which was in their posses- 
sion at the time the sinquiry was made. This is a 
mutual organization and members should realize 
that it-is only by co-operation and the voluntary 
giving of information that will make the reports 
issued by the Board of the greatest benefit to all 
concerned and thereby enable us to place in the 
possession of members information which would, 
in many instances, prevent them from making a 
loss by granting a credit to some one unworthy 
of it. 

During the year there have been revised and 
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rewritten at all offices, 44,857 reports, an increase 
over that of the previous year of something over 
8000 reports. 

This activity on the part of the reporting de- 
partment is noted in the rating of concerns that 
have failed. From the following table it will be 
noted how conservative the Board has been in a 
large percentage of the cases. Statistics compiled 
from 304 bankruptcy cases handled by this Board 
during the year show the grades of credit of the 
Board, in comparison with those of two other 
agencies which, for obvious reasons, I shall call 
Y and Z, as follows:

There were two towns carried in Board of 


Trade reference book which did not appear in 
either Y or Z. 

From this it can readily be seen that the Board 
of Trade is undoubtedly the reporting medium 
which should be used by the jewelers. 

The work in the reporting department has been 
greatly aided by the members furnishing very 
valuable information, a great deal of which came 
without solicitation. It is also to be noted that 
we received signed statements from jewelers, dur- 
ing the year, far in excess of those of any pre- 
vious year, many of which came in without request 
by the Board. 

The observation books are being universally used 
by the members and their representatives. On 
Sept. 1, 1911, the Board paid as a reward for in- 
formation obtained from this source the following: 

First. Miss Addie Larson, of George Meikle 
Springfield, Ill. $100. 

Second. G. A. Le Roy, of the Western Clock 
Mfg. Co., La Salle, Ill., $59. 

Third. R. G. Giesler, of Norris, Alister & Co., 
Chicago, $25. 

Members and their representatives who sent in 
information during the year numbered 124, and 
some 2,226 reports were accepted as information 
by the Board. This, in itself, is an indication of 
the assistance being received at the present time 
from members. 

Those members who have sent in a list of their 
customers often found it to their advantage, as it 
enabled the Board to give thep: information im- 
mediately in regard to those concerns they were 
interested in, and this, in many instances, led to 
the cancellation of orders which otherwise might 
have been shipped. It is hoped that during the 
coming year all members will see the great benefit 
to be derived from the registering of their cus- 
tomers’ names. 

REFERENCE BOOK. 

The members having voted during the previous 
year that the reference book be issued as of March 
1 and Sept. 1, instead of Jan. 1 and July 1, this 
was put into effect, and it has undoubtedly been 
of great benefit to all concerned. The September, 
1911, issue of the reference book contained 969 
pages and about 32,000 names, 14,192 changes 
were made and 455 new towns added over those 
shown in the September, 1910, issue. The Sep- 
tember, 1911, issue also appeared in an entirely 
new type, it being thought advisable to adopt the 
linotype process, which has proven distinctly an 
advantage over the former or monotype style. 
Beginning with the March, 1912, issue of the 
reference book there will be a distinct saving in 
the cost of printing on account of this change. 

The manufacturers and wholesalers of jewelry 
and kindred trades are undoubtedly becoming 
better acquainted with the operations of this co- 
operative organization and are giving their sup- 
port in every way to the Board. 

COLLECTION DEPARTMENT. 


The changes made in the methods of this de- 
partment have accrued to the gerat benefit of the 
members, as very few complaints have been re 
ceived during the past year in comparison with 
the volume of business transacted, the members 
realizing that through this Board they will re- 
ceive proper and fair treatment, and also that by 
co-operation in failure cases they are able to ob- 
tain the maximum of proceedg which should come 
to them as creditors. During the year 1911 the 
Board has received at the New York and Chicago 
offices 6,725 drafts for collection, amounting to 
$421,998.33. There was paid during the year, 
either through the Board or direct, 3,013 drafts, 


amounting to $151,465.26, or 45 per cent. of the 
total drafts made through the Board being paid, 
at a cost 1.2 per cent. to members. 

In considering the item of drafts the fact should 
be mentioned that members have, in almost every 
instance, drawn bank drafts, written letters and 
used every means possible to collect the account 
before the Board of Trade draft was drawn. This 
is truly a remarkable showing under the circum- 
stances. Members are urged to use this service 
freely. 

CLAIMS. 


There were received during the year 1911, from 
all sources, at all offices, the following:

In comparing these figures with those of the 
previous year the number of items increased 76 
per cent., while the amount in dollars and cents 
increased 33% per cent. From the above figures 
it can be readily seen that the members are re- 
alizing more each year the good work of the 
Board and what can be accomplished through it. 
It is interesting to note the large volume of busi- 
ness that is handled and the few complaints re- 
ceived in comparison with the amount of work 
done. Where the human element enters into the 
work it is only natural that some mistakes will be 
made, and it is hoped that members will realize 
this and be somewhat lenient in their criticisms. I 
again desire to call a:tention to the fact that 
members do not always answer the corespondence 
of the Board promptly, which requires a great deal 
of time of the employes which could be used for 
other purposes to facilitate the work, if the mem- 
bers would only realize this and respond promptly 
to communications. 

At this time of the year, however, the work is 
always very heavy and it is utterly impossible to 
answer correspondence just as promptly as de- 
sirable; but, taking into consideration the fact 
that over 1,000 pieces of outgoing mail are handled 
each day by the New York office alone there must 
be at times some congestion. 

There has passed through the hands of the 
Board during the year $744,692.23 belonging to 
creditors. This required the issuing of some 14,000 
checks. Adding to this the expenses paid, the 
total cash passing through the hands of the Board 
amounted to over $850,000. This does not in- 
clude cash paid direct to creditor members on ex- 
tension cases, or drafts and clams paid direct. 
Members should consider that the collection de- 
partment is only a small branch of the business, 
There were nine extensions granted through the 
Board during the year 1911. The policy of the 
Board, as established in 1910, of making exam- 
inations of all debtors’ affairs where an extension 
was desired and presenting the results to creditors, 
has been continued, and it can be said without 
fear of contradiction that this is the only feasible 
way of handling items of this kind. 

MEMBERSHIP DEPARTMENT. 

This department was created upon the recom- 
mendation of the secretary to cover a long felt 
want. In previous years the Board undoubtedly 
suffered from lack of proper publicity, and it was 
considered that if the workings of the Board could 
be properly brought before the jewelers in gen- 
eral, or at least before those who were entitled 
to become members, the membership could be in- 
creased to what was thought a proper representa 
tion among the jewelers and kindred trades. On 
July 1, 1911, F. L. Odell was engaged to take up 
this work and the results accomplished by this de- 
partment are more than satisfactory. 

The following will show the present member- 
ship in comparison with that of January, 1911:

A net increase of 125. 
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An increase of 18 per cent. during the year, 
and in comparison with January, 1910, an increase 
of 45 per cent. This, it must be admitted, would 
be impossible unless the efficiency of the Board 
had been increased, and that the jewelers in gen- 
eral believed that it was to their advantage to 
co-operate with their fellow jewelers. 

In November, 1911, the idea of having monthly 
noonday luncheons for the jewelry trade was pro- 
mulgated by the good and welfare committee, 
and on the 14th of that month a luncheon was 
held at one of the well-known restaurants as near 
the jewelry district as possible, at which it was 
contemplated to have some well-known public 
man speak for a few minutes. The attendance at 
the first luncheon was so satisfactory and cre- 
ated such a good impression that since that date, 
each month, there has been a luncheon which un- 
doubtedly has been of great benefit to the Board, 
and has created a much better feeling among 
members than heretofore existed. 

The policy of the membership department is to 
keep before, not only the members but those 
eligible to membership, the aavisability of co- 
operating with their fellow jewelers. On account 
of this publicity there have been received appli- 
cations for membership from concerns in almost 
one-half the States of the Union, which shows that 
the Board is national in its scope. On account 
of there being so many local jewelers’ boards of 
trade, in various cities and States, and the fact 
that this Board was national in character, it was 
deemed advantageous to change the name of the 
Board to that of the National Jewelers Board of 
Trade. A special meeting of members was held in 
October, 1911, at which time it was unanimously 
voted to change the name. Undoubtedly this was 
the right thing to do, and in future no confusion 
with any other Board will be possible. 

CHICAGO OFFICE. 


The change made in the management of this 
office in the Fall of 1910 warranted the belief 
that this office could become of considerable 
strength to the organization as a whole. The mem- 
bership has increased in that territory quite rap- 
idly during the past year. From a membership 
of 133 on Jan. 1, 1911, we now have a membership 
of 178. The members are very loyal and are 
giving that office their support. The directors are 
all working hard for the success of the office. It 
is very gratifying to know that they are satisfied 
with the work now being done by the Board. Dur- 
ing the year there passed through this office 2,129 
drafts, amounting to $106,969.34. The total num- 
ber of claims received there during the year was 
2,754, amounting to $196,651.89. The work of the 
office has been handled with facility and with sat- 
isfaction. The expenses of this office for the year 
1911 were $18,282.09, in comparison with an ex- 
pense of $14 551.55 for the previous year, an in- 
crease of $3,730.54. It is believed that the ex- 
penses have practically reached the high water 
mark and that there will be, at least, no material 
increase during the current year. The number of 
employes have practically doubled over that of one 
year ago, while at the same time there have been 
put into operation dictaphones and other devices 
for increasing the efficiency. 

It is believed that during the coming year a 
material increase in the number of members in 
this territory will be had. The Chicago directors 
have been of great assistance to the management 
during the past year, and it is chiefly due to their 
interest in the Board that the good results have 
been accomplished. 

PROVIDENCE OFFICE. 


The inquiries answered by this office during 
the year 1911 were 6,043, an increase of 500 over 
that of the previous year. The trade revisions 
made amounted to .2,720, an increase of 1,458 
over that of the previous year. On account of 
claims not being handled direct by this office a 
large number of employes is not necessary. The 
directors have been very active and conferred 
quite freely with the manager. Despite their 
efforts, however, no large increase in the mem- 
bership has occurred. However, a thorough cam- 
paign is to be inaugurated in the New England 
territory, and it is hoped that during the coming 
year good resul:s will be accomplished in increas- 
ing the membership very materially, as all eligible 
jewelers, particularly the manufacturers, should 
belong to this Board in order to obtain the proper 
information to conserve their accounts. 

SAN FRANCISCO OFFICE. 

In accordance with the decision of the directors 
it was decided to open an office in San Francisco, 
ia order to provide efficient service on the Pacific

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coast for the members, as the Board was not 
properly in a position to render what was con- 
sidered proper service in that territory. During 
the month of December A. V. Davidson, who has 
been with the Board several years, was made 
manager of the office and left for the Pacific coast. 
An office was rented and officially opened on Jan. 
1, 1912, and is now in active operation. Members 
are requested to use the service the Board can 
give them on the coast without hesitation, and 
when their representatives are in San Francisco 
have them make it a point to call upon our man- 
ager there. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 


In order that the name of the Board could be 
changed and a provision made for directors on 
the Pacific coast, amendments to the constitution 
and by-laws were necessary. Therefore a meeting 
of the membership was called for Oct. 4, 1911, 
at which meeting the name of The Jewelers 
Board of Trade was changed to that of the Na- 
tional Jewelers Board of Trade, and a provision 
made for seven directors on the Pacific coast, 
increasing the total number of directors from 33 
to 40. The policy of the Board to have directors 
other than in New York, Chicago and Providence 
territories, has proved a good one, and good re- 
sults, it is believed, have been accomplished by 
this policy. 

EMPLOYES. 

On Jan. 1, 1911, the total number of employes 
was 75, at all offices, while at tne present time 
there are employed at all offices, including the ex- 
ecutive office, 86. You can, therefore, realize that 
the institution has great responsibilities, not only 
to its members but to those whom it employs. 


GENERAL, 


The board of directors officers and members 
have been of the greatest assistance to the sec- 
retary by giving him their confidence and co- 
operation during the past year, and I only trust 
that I have warranted it.

Mr. Stone’s report was followed by the 
report of Louis Cohn, chairman of the 
Good and Welfare Committee. His re- 
port was as follows: 

Report oF THE Goop AND WELFARE COMMITTEE. 


When Mr. Rothschild requested me, a few days 
ago, to present to be read at this meeting, a re- 
port of the activities of the good ard welfare 
committee, and which he desired presented in a 
separate report to you, I took that as an evi- 
dence of the feeling existing among the mem- 
bers of the Board in regard to the work which 
has been carried out by the good and welfare com- 
mittee during the last year. 

It was not so very long ago that the Good and 
Welfare committee was regarded as of very minor 
importance, and even its work had to be carefully 
outlined, and considerable doubt was expressed 
as to how far the powers of the committee should 
extend. I think, therefore, it is a subject of con- 
gratulation, not only to our committee but to the 
trade in general, that a greater amount of recogni- 
tion has been given to the committee, as its work 
has been entirely along the lines of improving 
trade conditions, 

It was for a long time thought by many mem- 
bers that the activities of the Board were pri- 
marily the obtaining of reports and the collection 
of accounts, although the very first article of the 
constitution explicitly states that its objects are 
to foster trade and commerce among its mertbers 
and the business intrests of such membérs, and to 
reform trade abuses on behalf of its members. 
The president and the officers of the Board have 
done excellent work in strengthening these two 
particular features so essential:to the work of our 
organization, but have not lost sight of the fact 
that the objects for which the Board was or- 
ganized were such that the trade should become 
as closely a unit as possible, and in endeavoring 
to carry out this thought they have presented 
various matters to the Good and Welfare committee 
for their attention, to which they have devoted 
considerable time and thought. In addition to 
these quite a number of other matters were acted 
upon which were introduced either by members 
of the trade or miembers of the Good and Welfare 
committee themselves. 

Probably the subject which was of the greatest 
importance and one on which the most work was 
done, was the carrying out of the theory in the 
trade generally, that goods should be up to the 


standard to which they are stamped. While this 
has been a well recognized belief, and there are 
laws on the books to enforce same, up to the 
time of the formation of the Good and Welfare 
committee, and within recent years, practically 
very little has been done along this line. We 
took the matter up very energetically, and par- 
ticularly in the past year, and employed counsel, 
used detectives’ services where necessary, and dis- 
covered that there were quite a number of arti- 
cles manufactured and sold in this market and 
elsewhere which did not come up to the required 
standard, and therefore were a detriment to the 
trade in general. We have taken these matters up 
at various times with Mr. Stryker, assistant dis- 
trict attorney, and also with Mr. Philbin of our 
own counsel. 

I will not take the time to go into the details 
of all the cases that we have handled, but will 
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say that we were successful in prosecuting in the 
courts of New York a number of cases against 
manufacturers and others who had fraudulently 
stamped goods in their possession, and these ‘arti- 
cles were very largely withdrawn from the market, 
and we have obtained a number of convictions. 

We found that the trade had a very wholesome 
respect for the activities of the committee, and 
that even the dealers in Maiden Lane found it 
interesting to have goods assayed by the United 
States Assay Office. We have been informed that 
at one time there were more assays made by the 
government, within a short period of time, for 
various members of the trade, than there have been 
for years past. While we have thus far not ac- 
complished everything that we desired, we can 
confidently state the results have been important 
and incalculable good has been done. There is a 
decidedly better feeling, generally, regarding the 
entire question of the proper marking of goods 
and the manufacturing of same, in accordance 
with the requirements of the law and of the moral 
code. This work is far from completed, how- 
ever, and Wwe purpose to continue along these 
lines just’ as long as there may be any occasion 
to do so. 

As an instance of what further we expect to 
accomplish within a very short time, a meeting 
will be called of the manufacturers in this city 
and nearby towns, to consider the question of a 
proper stamp for platinum goods; in other words, 
that a standard be set, if such.a thing can be 
done, for platinum, the same as gold and silver, 
and that when a stamp is put on platinum it will 
mean the same as the karat stamp for gold and 
degree of fineness stamped on silver. 

We have also devoted considerable attention to 
the improper stamping of cases, in regard to the 
wearing qualities and guarantees, and this matter is, 
at the present time, receiving our earnest attention, 
thought and consideration. Along these lines, gen- 
erally, we also welcome the co-operation of all 
manufacturers who are interested in the proper 
marking and selling of goods in the jewelry and 
kindred trades. 
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To go to another extreme of the work that the 
committee is endeavoring to carry out in better- 
ing trade conditions and cementing more friendly 
relations between members of the trade, I will 
call attention to the noonday luncheons which 
have been given under the auspices of the Board. 
This is a comparatively recent institution, but one 
which has met with a very ready response and 
favorable comment. We have, so far, had three 
noon-day luncheons at Kalil’s, at which there were 
present from 90 to 160 members of the Board. 
At eath one of these luncheons we had prominent 
speakers on vital topics of the day, and particu- 
larly of interest to merchants in this line. The 
gentlemen who addressed us on these occasions 
were United States District Attorney Henry A. 
Wise, James C. McReynolds, Assistant Attorney 
General of the United States, and Judge Charles 
M. Hough, of the United States District Court. 
We have made arrangements with other prominent 
men in various walks of life and we hope to see 
many members of the Board with us at these 
luncheons, They are well worth attending and 
have become one of the events of the month to 
many of us in the trade. 

We are still taking an interst in the Pratt In- 
stitute in Brooklyn, and there are six scholarships 
which are yet to be distributed to young men in 
the employ of manufacturers. It is well worth the 
while of any manufacturer who has a bright 
young than to whom the technical training would 
be an advantage to send him to this insti- 
tute, which would be without expense and as a 
courtesy to the Board. 

After taking up with the members very thor- 
oughly, the question of a form of “memorandum’’ 
agreement, which would most fully meet the re- 
quirements of the trade, a decision was arrived 
at, as far as same is practical, and copies of the 
best and most suitable forms were submitted to 
members, If these forms are generally adopted 
they will establish a precedent as a trade system, 
and would be of value hereafter in determining 
the question as to what is really considered “memo- 
randum” in the trade and what is not. This ques- 
tion often comes up when suits are brought on 
this account. 

We have also taken up with the police authori- 
ties the question of sufficient protection for Maiden 
Lane, and particularly at the holiday season. 

Among other activities we commenced a fund 
for the purpose of offering a reward for the 
arrest and conviction of the murderer of Adolph 
Stern, a clerk in the employ of Jacob Jacoby, who 
was shot in this city some time ago. This matter 
was subsequently, however, turned over to the 
Jewelers Security Alliance and is now being taken 
care of by them. 

No doubt the members generally have noticed 
the great improvement in the reference books, 
which are more up to date and better classified 
than ever before. A great deal of the credit of this 
is, of course, due to the efficient work of the sec- 
retary and the employes of the Board, but part of 
the improvement can be directly attributed to the 
rewards offered by the Good and Welfare com- 
mittee for the largest and most valuable informa. 
tion received from the employes of members. Mr. 
Stone, in his report, has gone into this matter in 
further detail, so I need not cover the same 
again. We are very glad to have the members 
all assisting to some extent in the improvement 
of this part of the very necessary work of the 
Board. I mention these matters to show the 
varied field in which we have worked. 

The committee, however, only represents the 
members and the trade generally. I would, at this 
time, call your. attention to the fact that at ou: 
regular meetings, which are held at the Board of 
Trade rooms on the first Thursday »f each month, 
the trade generally will be gladly welcomed with 
any suggestions, and you are assured that if there 
is any possibility of carrying out any ideas that 


may redound to ‘the berlefit of ‘the members it’ 


certainly will be done. If members cannot come 
but will communicate by mail with the secretary 
of the Board or chairman of the committee, such 
communications will receive due consideration. 
We firmly believe that there is a continuous 
upward tendency in commercial life, and surely 
such should be the case in our line, which has as 
high a standard as any. Our trade is an honorable 
one and the merchants therein are of good stand- 
ing, as much so as in any mercantile pursuit, but 
there are always some trade abuses which creep 
in and which require the attention of some one 
to take up and improve or eliminate. It is for 
this purpose and to-do the work of the Board 
which is not covered by the other committees 
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, Prestige and Profits

The next: order of business being the 
election of officers, Chas. H. Ingersoll, in 
a carefully worded speech, presented the 
name of Arthur Henius, of Bruhl Bros. & 
Henius Co., for president. In nominating 
Mr. Henius, Mr. Ingersoll said that he 
thought that he voiced a natural senti- 
ment when he said that members might well 
wish that they did not have to elect new 
officers, especially in view of the work of 
President Rothschild during his two terms. 
He said, however, that all members of 
the Board appreciate the importance of 
the change as well as continuity in office, 
and that the Board was following a wise 
policy in contemplating one now. Mr. In- 
gersoll said that it has been said that every 
emergency brings a “man of the hour” to 
fill it, and that he believed the right man 
had been found. He referred briefly to 
past conditions in the Board and in refer- 
ring to this, said that it required a keen in- 
sight to see the trouble at that time, and 
that it required a man of bravery to meet 
the emergency and a man of insight and 
courage to point out the trouble and reme- 
dies, and that he believed that that man 
should now be honored with the nomina- 
tion for president. 

The nomination of Mr, Henius for 
president was seconded by Leopold Stern, 
who voiced the sentiments expressed by 
Mr. Ingersoll, and added that in glancing 
over the list of the names of the Board of 
Directors that it gave him pleasure to note 
that most any of them would have filled 
the office of president with honor to him- 
self and to the Board. He said that the 
directors are all busy men of affairs and 
that the Board requires a man who is will- 
ing and ready to make the many personal 
sacrifices required by the manifold duties of 
the office. He added that the members of 
the Board had cause for congratulation 
in that they have found a man of keen 
penetration who, by his honesty and in- 
tegrity, has gained the confidence of the 
trade. He characterized Mr. Henius as a 
man of keen penetration and action and 
said he took great pleasure in seconding 
the nomination. As no other name was 
presented for the office of president, the 
nominations were closed and Jacob Good- 
friend moved that the retiring president 
cast one vote in favor of Mr. Henius, 
which was done. 

The election of Arthur Henius to the 
office of president was greeted with a 
burst of applause, and he was escorted to 
the chair by Messrs: Ingersoll and Stern, 
where he was received by the president, 
who, in a few well chosen words, con- 
gratulated him upon his election. 

In accepting the office, Mr. Henius said 
he felt deeply grateful for the honor be- 
stowed upon him in being elected to. the 
office of president, and he would do his 
best to maintain the high standard of his 
predecessor. He recognized the respon- 
sibilities of the office and wished to say 
that the work of the officers and directors 
of the board cannot suffice in whole, and 
therefore he asked all to lend their sup- 
port. 

When the newly elected president had 
taken charge of the meeting he called for 
a nomination for the office of first vice-pres- 
ident, and Ludwig Nissen, in his particu- 
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larly pleasing style, placed in nomination 
the name of Chas. H. Ingersoll for re- 
election as vice-president. Mr. Nissen said 
that Mr. Ingersoll had acted as chairman 
of the finance committee and had with 
the president carried the responsibility of 
the welfare of the board, and that he took 
great pleasure in placing his name before 
the meeting for re-election. The secretary 
was instructed to cast one ballot in favar 
of Mr. Ingersoll, which was done. 

The next office to be filled was that of 
second vice-president, and when President 
Henius asked for nomination for this office, 
Leo Wormser placed in nomination the 
name of Robert W. Adams, of T. W. 
Adams & Co. Mr. Wormser said that Mr. 
Adams had done a great deal of work on 
the Good and Welfare Committee, and 
that he took pleasure in presenting his 
name. The nomination was seconded by C. 
R. Burnett, of the American Oil & Supply 
Co., Newark, who paid Mr. Adams a high 
compliment, and spoke of his worthiness 
to fill any office. Mr. Adams’ election was 
unanimous. 


Upon motion of Wm. I. Rosenfeld the 
entire nominating committee of last year 
was re-elected. It is as follows: Edward 
S. Smith, chairman; William H. Kinna, 
Leopold Stern, August Oppenheimer, David 
C. Townsend, George R. Whitehead and 
Leo Wormser. 

The election of the nominating commit- 
tee closed the regular routine business of 
the annual meeting. Just before the meet- 
ing closed Leopold Stern arose and voiced 
the sentiments of the gathering, when he 
said: “We would be unmindful of our 
duty if we adjourned without some expres- 
sion of our appreciation for the retiring 
president. He has shown that the office 
of president is no sinecure. The National 
Jeweiers Board of Trade is no lorger re- 
stricted as it was years ago, and to-day it 
stands foremost in the ranks of organiza- 
tions of its kind in this country. Mr. 
Rothschild has, with his efficiency and good 
work, set a new pace. I doubt whether the 
organization has ever had a president who 
has worked so hard, and I say this with 
all deference to other presidents of the 
organization. Mr. Rothschild has surely 
devoted a great deal of his time and energy 
to the work.” Jacob Goodfriend asked to 
submit an amendment to the motion to the 
effect that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to draft a resolution which would 
convey to Mr. Rothschild the appreciation 
the board holds for the services which he 
has rendered it. Ludwig Nissen in second- 
ing the amendment of Mr. Goodfriend, and 
im concurring in the motion of Mr. Stern 
said that he had been on the point of sub- 
mitting a resolution on that very point. 
President Henius said that he would ap- 
point the committee later and the meeting 
then adjourned. 

Immediately upon the conclusion of the 
meeting the new board of directors met 
at the board rooms and re-elected A. L. 
Stearns, treasurer, and Edmund N. Stone, 
secretary.

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Joseph Roberts Convicted of Murder in the First Degree. 








Jury Decides That He Killed Isaac Vogel, Itinerant Jewelry Dealer, Who Was Robbed and 
Murdered in a New York Loft Building Dec. 3, 1911. 

















Joseph Roberts, the West Indian negro 
who has been on trial during the past week 
on a charge of having murdered Isaac 
Vogel, the aged itinerant jewelry dealer, 
whose body was discovered in the cellar of 
the five-story loft building at 125 Canal 
St., New York, on the morning of Dec. 6 
last, was convicted Friday afternoon of 
murder in the first degree upon circum- 
stantial evidence. The case was tried be- 
fore Judge Foster and jury in Part 5 of 
the Court of General Sessions. In build- 
ing up the chain of evidence against the 
condemned man the police called to their 
aid the system of finger-print identification, 
and this evidence was a factor in deter- 
mining the sentence against Roberts. 

Vogel had been robbed of jewelry said 
to be valued at several thousand dollars. 
His skull was crushed in 17 places by 
some blunt instrument, supposedly a ham- 
mer, and when the body was found by the 
police it was their opinion that the mur- 
derer had intended to conceal his crime by 
dragging the remains to the furnace and 
incinerating the corpse. 

Roberts was the elevator man in the 
building and was arrested an hour after 
the police had been notified of the murder. 
On the floor of one of the lofts in the 
building were found a fountain pen and 
a silver cigarette case, later identified as 
belonging to the jeweler. The imprint of 
fingers was discovered upon the cigarette 
case and were photographed and submit- 
ted to Capt. Faurot of the criminal identi- 
fication bureau at Police Headquartezs. In 
the file at Police Headquarters finger prints 
corresponding in every detail were brought 
to light. The imprints on file were those 
made by Roberts a year ago when he was 
arrested in connection with a safe robbery. 
This startling coincidence was a factor in 
building up the case against the condemned 
man, 

The trial began Monday of last week 
and three jurors were chosen on that day. 
On Tuesday morning the jury was com- 
pleted and several witnesses heard. As- 
sistant District Attorney Frank Moss estab- 
lished a motive for the crime by the testi- 
mony of one of his witnesses who took 
the stand and stated that she had been 
engaged to marry Roberts. She admitted 
that she knew that the negro was already 
married but that they thought they could 
go to another State and it would make 
no difference. Another witness testified 
that on the night of Dec. 5, 1911, Roberts 
came to see her at about 10 o’clock and 
showed her some money and jewelry. She 
then identified a bracelet which Mr. Moss 
produced as one which had been shown 
her by the defendant. She also identified 
a watch he had shown her. These articles 
were placed in evidence as belonging to the 
late Mr. Vogel. Other witnesses testified 
to finding the. negro’ in the building on 
the night of Dec. 5 when it was Supposed 
he had gone home. 

Lucy Dickerson, an elderly negress, testi- 


fied that Roberts lived in her flat, 24 W. 
99th St. He came’home ‘very late’ on the 
night of the murder, she testified, and 
showed her a gold watch and a bracelet 
which he said were for the woman whom 
he intended to marry. He said that he 
wanted to be called at 4 o’clock next morn- 
ing and then went to sleep ‘on a couch 
without undressing. It was brought out 
that he overslept and that it was 6 o’clock 
before he reached the Canal St. building 
the next morning. 

On Wednesday Captain Frederick Kuhne 
was called by Assistant District Attorney 
Moss, and he told how he had powdered 
the print found cn the cigarette case in 
order to bring out the ridges, and then 
photographed it. Then Mr. Kuhne went 
to the Tombs and took Roberts’ finger 
prints. This testimony was admitted over 
the objection by Roberts’ counsel, who ar- 
gued that the negro was not supposed to 
furnish evidence against himself. | Mr. 
Kuhne testified that the right middle finger 
print of those taken at the Tombs corre- 
sponded with that on the cigarette case. 
He also testified that Roberts’ finger prints 
had been taken at Headquarters on April 
14, when he was suspected of burglary, 
and that the right middle finger print was 
the same as that on the cigaret'e case. The 
cigarette case was shown to the jury. Cap- 
tain Joseph A. Faurot, head of the crim- 
inal identification bureau, testified that the 
print taken at the Tombs and that on the 
cigarette case corresponded in seven points. 
When prints correspond in four points, 
Captain Faurot said, they were made: by 
the same man. : 

Photographs .of both impressions were 
shown to the jury and Captain Faurot ex- 
plained the points of similarity, then he 
showed the negatives of the prints and 
pointed out that, as they were enlarged on 
the same scale, if one was superimposed on 
the other the lines in the finger prints 
ought to coincide. The photographic plates 
were passed to the jury to make the experi- 
ment. 

Roberts took the stand on Thursday aft- 
ernoon at 3 o’clock. The man admitted 
that he had stolen jewelry which had been 
in the possession of Vogel. He claimed 
that the superintendent of the building in 
which he was the elevator operator had 
struck Vogel with a hammer in the elevator 
while he (Roberts) was running it. Ac- 
cording to the colored boy’s story he had 
taken the jewelry which Vogel had dropped 
when assaulted and had left the other man 
alone in the building that evening with 
Vogel. 

Roberts’ evidence was so shaken by the 
cross-examiration of Assistant District At- 
torney Moss that on one occasion when 
he was trying to squirm out of a particu- 
larly tight place even the jurors hid their 
smiling faces. ' 

Most of the time Friday morning -was 
taken up by witnesses who identified vari- 
ous articles of jewelry found-on the person 
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of Roberts and hidden behind a number 
of packing boxes in one of the lofts of the 
building in which the venerable jeweler’s 
body was found, the most important 
witness being Mrs. Sarah Vogel, widow of 
the murdered man. She testified that she 
lived at 841 E. 161st St., and that her hus- 
band usually returned home between 6 
and 7 o’clock in the evening. She was 
shown a watch and a bracelet, which she, 
identified as having been in the possession 
of her late husband. She also identified 
a fountain pen that her husband used to 
carry, and a number of other articles, in- 
cluding some diamond rings, a memoran- 
dum book and a polishing cloth, all the 
property of her dead husband. 

Among the other witnesses called were 
East Side jewelry dealers who had had 
transactions with Mr. Vogel and who had 
seen him on the afternoon before he was- 
killed. They identified a number of pieces 
of jewelry’ as having been in the posses- 
sion of the aged jeweler shortly prior to 
the time that he had been murdered. 

The prosecution offered as evidence the 
clothing worn by the negro on the night 
that the jewelry peddler was killed and 


. pointed out to the jury that it contained 


blood stains which, according to the testi- 
mony of physicians, was human blood. 

The attorneys summed up the case Fri- 
day morning. L. E. Ginn for the defendant 
took up the chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence established by the prosecution and 
attempted to discredit it. He argued that 
the motive established by the District At- 
torney was at best very far fetched ana 
under the evidence in the case it was 
highly improbable that the defendant had 
been the guilty man. He pointed out that 
it took five men five minutes to remove 
the packing boxes before the jewelry hid- 
den on one of the floors. of the loft build- 
ing could be recovered, and asked the jury 
when Roberts had found time to do this 
work. He said that his client had admit- 
ted that he had been tempted and had 
taken some of the jewelry, but that that 
act did not convict him of murder. He 
argued that the negro’s testimony was not 
shaken in any particular essential. He 
claimed that the negro boy had been 
bought to keep still about the occurrence 
with promises of an increase in his salary, 
etc. As.to the blood stains on the cloth- 
ing he pointed out that the shirt which 
the negro boy testified that he wore, had 
no blood spots upon it, and that the one 
found in a pail in the basement had beem 
placed there prior to the time the murder 
was committed. He accounted for the other 
blood upon the negro’s clothing by saying 
that in all probability it came there while 
the negro was trying to administer to the 
wants of the aged jeweler after the man 
had been struck down. In closing his argu- 
ment he appealed to the jury to consider 
gravely the probability of doubt in the case 
and argued that it was better that 99 guilty 
men go free than that one innocent man 
be convicted. 

Assistant District Attorney Moss com- 
mended Officers Wood and Hayes, Captain 
Faurot, the finger-prirt expert, for the 
service they had rendered in the case, and 
he then presented, link by link, the chain.

the accused man. The blood-stained shirt, 
the jewelry found in the possession of the 
negro, the finger print on the cigarette 
case, the previous record of the negro 
elevator boy, his desire for money in order 
that he might get married, the testimony 
of witnesses who saw Vogel leave the 
Canal St. jewelry shop on an elevator in 
charge of the negro boy, the fact that a 
number of people were unsuccessful in at- 
tempting to get a response when they rang 
for the elevator, the evidence that the floor 
of the elevator car and the basement of 
the building had been freshly scrubbed to 
eliminate blood stains and the hammer with 
which it was said that the crime was com- 
mitted and which still bore minute traces 
of human blood, were all presented in log- 
ical order as evidence of the negro’s guilt. 

District Attorney Moss closed his argu- 
ment at one o’clock and the case was given 
to the jury, who brought in a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the first degree. The 
only penalty for this crime is death in 
the electric chair. 








Pittsburgh Jewelers Aroused Over At- 
tempt to Refund Fee Collected 
Under New Ordinance Govern- 
ing Transient Salesmen. 


PitrspurGH, Jan. 26.—The sale of a car- 
load of Dakota jack rabbits in Pittsburgh a 
few weeks ago, followed by the demand of 
the venders to have the $200 transient mer- 
chant license refunded, aroused the whole 
jewelry trade of Pittsburgh this week. 
Steele F. Roberts, president of the Jewelers’ 
24 Karat Club of Pittsburgh, represented 
the jewelry interests, having been sent: for 
by the members of Pittsburgh Council. He 
expressed his views, not only on the re- 
funding of the license fee, but a repeal of 
the ordinance. All the big department stores 
also were represented at the Council hear- 
ing, these having jewelry departments. 

Mr. Roberts spoke for nearly all of the 
retal merchants of Pittsburgh. He told 
the Councilmen that it was a very easy 
matter for any wholesale or jobbing con- 
cern not alone in Pittsburgh, as was the 
case in the instance of the long-eared jack 
rabbits, to open up an establishment for a 
month, and especially in December, a month 
in which many jewelers do 60 to 70 per 
cent. of their total year’s business, and run 
a store to injure the permanent dealer. 

He called attention to the fact that a 
cheap jewelry auction house had opened up 
on a prominent thoroughfare just before 
the holidays and had willingly paid the 
$200 license, and then as soon as the holi- 
days were over closed the place. To re- 
peal the ordinance or to even allow a re- 
funding of the lizense money to the jack 
rabbit house, in his judgment, would be a 
bad precedent to establish. The ordinance 
officer compelled this concern to take out a 
license, although engaged in a jobbing busi- 
ness, for a retail place located in the dia- 
mond district and operated in competition 
with regular merchants. Ordinance Officer 
Livingston said that in the last 60 days 
$2,000 had been collected in fees for the city 
and the ordinance had been sustained. 

The Councilmen questioned Mr. Roberts 
regarding his views of the matter, and Mr. 


Roberts said that he would gladly pay the 
license should he want to open a house for 
30 days somewhere or a sample room in a 
hotel. He pointed out that the passing of 
the ordinance had reduced the number of 
Japanese auction stores and practically shut 
them up. This protected the public, and it 
protected the jewelers, who lose by the 
operation of these concerns, most of which 
palm off cheap stuff. In fact, it is alleged to 
be common knowledge that some concerns 
employ men to do nothing else but stand 
around in the storerooms and bid on what- 
ever is offered in order to catch customers. 

The City Council will not repeal the ordi- 
nance requiring transient merchants to take 
out a license. The money collected on the 
license fee from the rabbit house will not be 
refunded. As a result of the hearing granted 
by the Councilmen more drastic measures 
are to be introduced and the law made ap- 
plicable to a class the ordinance does not 
reach at present. The new measure is to 
include those persons who go about the 
country soliciting orders for goods. This, 
of course, will not include commercial 
travelers who do a legitimate business and 
represent business establishments in other 
cities. 

The ordinance is aimed at those per- 
sons who carry nothing but samples and 
sell from samples in a retail way, to the 
detriment of the trade generally. It is said 
by the merchants that there is entirely toe 
much of this sort of thing going on every-~ 
where and that merchants who pay big 
rent, subscribe to all the rules and regula 
tions of good government and pay taxes are 
deprived of business which it is contended 
rightfully belongs to them. The new ordi- 
nance likely will be introduced at the next 
meeting of the Council, 





Julius Oppenheimer, Formerly of Op- 
penheimer & Stern, New York, 
Files Voluntary Petition in 
Bankruptcy to Wipe Out 

Firm Debts. - 

Julius Oppenheimer, formerly a member 
of the firm of Oppenheimer & Stern, of 
this city, has filed a voluntary petition in 
bankruptcy with United States District 
Court, with schedules showing _liabili- 
ties of $11,793 and no assets. The debts 
were contracted, according to the petition, 
while Mr. Oppenheimer was a member of 
the concern of Oppenheimer & Stern. 

Milton Rosenback and Bernard Strauss 
were appointed receivers of the concern in 
an action in the Supreme Court by peti- 
tioner against Marcus Stern for the disso- 
lution of the partnership.

On Dec. 1 Felix H. Levy was 
employed as counsel for the receiver and 
an order obtained from the court com- 
manding Herman Levy and Phillip B. Levy

Phillip B. Levy and Moses H. Levy tes- 
tified that they had no knowledge of the 
whereabouts of their fathes,’ Herman: Levy; 
or their mother. 

Ar order was later obtained’ from Judge 
Hough for the appearance of Juliet Levy 
and Harriet Levy; daughters of Herman 
Levy, for examination as to the where- 
abouts of their parents, but without result. 





Complete Sets of Watch Parts Held 
Dutiable as Complete Watches 
When Packed Separately and - 
Received in the Same 
Shipment: 

In overruling a protest filed by Leon 
Hirsch, the Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers; New York; holds. that 
a machine or’mechanism which -is -for all 
practical purposes a unit though made of 
separable parts, which are shipped in sep- 
arated condition must pay duty as an en- 
tirety. It is held that the parts necessary 
to form, when assembled, 
complete watch movements, covered by the 
same invoice, though packed separately, are 
classified as “watch. movements,” rather 

than as “parts Of watches.” 

There were 144 complete watch move- 
ments in the shipment which were returned 
for duty at 70 cents per movement and the 
importer asked for a rate of 40 cents as 
“parts of watches.” 


The merchandise which is the subject of this 
protest consists of the material necessary to consti- 
tute 144 complete watch movements. The parts were 
packed separately, but were considered conjointly 
as so many movements dutiable at 70 cents per 
watch movement under the provisions of Par. ‘192, 
Tariff Act of 1909. The importer claims that 
the merchandise is dutiable at 40 per cent. ad 
valorem under the same paragrapli as “‘parts of 
watches.” 

The fact that the importation contained the 
necessary parts to make 144 complete watch move- 
ments is not disputed, and it further appears 
evident from the proof offered that some work 
must be done on some of the parts in order to 
make a perfect adjustment when assembled into 
movements. The question thus presented for our 
deterjnination is whether the complete parts of 
a number of watch movements imported on the 
same vessel, and covered by the same invoice, 
though packed separately, shall be classified as 
entireties under the provisions for “watch move- 
ments,” or shall be held dutiable as “parts of 
watches.” 

Where we have a machine or mechanism which 
is for all practical purposes a unit, though made 
of separable parts, and where such parts are 
shipped in separate condition, it is quite clear 
that it must be treated for duty purposes as an 
entirety. It is by intention and use an entirey, 
and the authorities require that the classification 
of all the parts imported together should be gov- 
erned by the clause of the act which controls 
the said entirety. We have in this case no -differ- 
ent proposition. While a watch part always re- 
mains “parts of watches,” no matter whether it 
forms an integral part of a watch movement and 
so falls under the general provision for watch 
parts, yet when all the parts necessary to make 
movements for watches arrive at the same time 
their character as “parts” has merged into the 
entirety, and they become for tariff purposes 
watch movements. The fact that some work must 
be done on several of the parts to properly adjust 
the mechanism of the watch movement does not 
militate against their consideration conjointly as 
watch movements. 

All articles when scceosiied to form machines 
must be fitted and leveled up to put them in 
proper running order, and it is not shown that 
the work to be expended on such parts of move-

ments here in question is other than the usual 
work done on all machines when setting them 
up and putting them in good order. 

The shipment comprised watch movements in 
parts. coincident in number, arriving for the same 
importer, on the samé steamer. The parts are 
intended for conjoint use, and are to be treated 
as so many complete units dutiable as entireties. 
The protest is overruled. 








Pittsburgh Jewelers Anxious to Find 
Owner of Ring Left in Their Tray 
by a “Switcher” Thief. 
PiTTtsBuRGH, Jan. 25.—During the holi- 
days a thief switched a valuable diamond 
ring in the store of the Hardy & Hayes 
Co., the theft not being discovered until 
several days later. A strange tag on the ring 
used in the switching transaction furnished 
the clue to the company’s loss. J. Alex- 
ander Hardy; of the firm, immediately- be- 

gan an investigation. 

In giving out the details, Mr. Hardy, 
who desires the fullest publicity, said that 
from what he Could fearn the strangers (and 
he believes there were two of them) first 
came into the store one day, looked over 
the stock in order to ascertain just what 
they had, then laid plans and returned at a 
later period-and switched the rings. In this 
instancé, the firm had some diamonds of 
the same size as the ring which the thief 
used to do the switching. 

Mr. Hardy is now anxious to learn whose 
price mark is on the ring left with him and 
hopes through THe Jewevers’ CrrcuLar- 
WEEKLY, to be able to ger this information. 
He does not care to describe the tag or give 
the size of the ring which. he has in his 
possession and which ‘evidently was 
switched in a thieving scheme perhaps with 
some other victim. He believes that if any 
jeweler who has been made a victim will 
communicate with him, it may be to their 
advantage. | 

This is the second time mn 25 years that 
any trick of the kind has been played on 
this house and while the diamond taken in 
exchange was much more valuable than the 
one left in its place, Mr. Hardy is not so 
anxious to get his property back as he is 
to get some clue to the thief and learn of 
his previous victims. 

The police of Pittsburgh have the full 
details of the transaction and will endeavor 
to locate the missing ring. It is hoped to 
get information by keeping the matter quiet 
for a short time, but it is now believed that 
publicity will mcre surely lead to some clue 
which may result in running the thieves 
down. 

It is surmised that the thief had a con- 
federate and that this assistant may have 
been a woman. Had the theft been dis- 
covered sooner there probably would have 
been more opportunity to have given a de- 
scription of the thieves.

Simons, Bro. & Co., Philadelphia, Pa., 
Adjudged Bankrupt After Oppo- 
sition to Creditors’ Petition Is 
Withdrawn. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 24.—Following the 
withdrawal of its answer to a petition for 
involuntary bankruptcy and the admission 
by its president that it was insolvent, the 
firm of Simons, Bro. & Co. was to-day 
adjudged bankrupt by Judge Holland in 
the United States District Court. Follow- 
ing the adjudication the matter was re- 
ferred to David W. Amran, referee in 
bankruptcy. At the same time Judge Hol- 
land granted to W. P. Barrows, the’ re- 
ceiver, permission to continue the business 
for another period of 30 days. This is but 
an extension of similar orders by the court 
for the receiver to conduct the business 
of the bankrupts. The first was granted 
when the receiver was appointed follow- 
ing the filing of the petition. 

In requesting the court to-day to grant 
him permission to continue the business 
Mr. Barrows declares that by eliminating 
certain unprofitable lines and paying con- 
siderable attention to others he has been 
enabled to make a profit and that he be- 
lieves it is to the best interest of the cred- 
itors that the business be continued. He 
further states that the amount of money 
borrowed with permission of the court 
about two months ago has been repaid and 
that he now has $25,000 in cash to work 
with, 

The petition for the adjudication of this 
firm, which is one of the oldest houses in 
Philadelphia and whose plant is at 611 
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Sansom St., was filed against it in October 
of last year. A temporary receiver was 
appointed by the court despite the fact that 
there was considerable opposition to the 
firm being thrown into bankruptcy at the 
time. Mr. Barrows was given orders by 
the court to continue the business, and it 
was believed that some feasible plan of 
reorganization could be effected. 

Subsequently Fred. M. Simons, president 
of the embarrassed firm, filed the answer 
denying insolvency and demanding a jury 
trial. In withdrawing this answer Mr. 
Simons gives no reasons for his action, 
merely sending to the court the formal 
notice. 








Voluntary Petition in Bankruptcy Filed 
by Kranz & Co., Providence, R. |. 
Provipence, R. I., Jan. 27—Thomas H. 

Hennessy, conducting business as Kranz & 

Co., at 102 Friendship St., this city, where 

he succeeded several years ago Louis Kranz 

& Sons, filed a voluntary petition in bank- 

ruptcy on Wednesday and was adjudged a 

bankrupt. The matter was sent to Chester 

W. Barrows, referee in bankruptcy, and 

Raymond P. McKenna, of this city, was 

appointed by Judge Arthur L. Brown, of 

the United States Court, as receiver. His 
bond was fixed at $1,009, furnished by the 

Royal Industry Co., of New York. 
Hennessey conducted a die cutting, de- 

signing and engraving and small tool mak- 

His 
liabilities are given in the schedules filed 
as $2,556 unsecured and $675 secured, total 
$3,782.02, with assets of $1,514.

Later he would pawn or sell the 
jewelry. McComb has been described to 


the police as a very fashionable dresser of 
suave manners and a frequenter of the 
most expensive cafes. He is about 25 
years old, six feet two inches tall, has 
brown hair and light complexion.

interesting Statistics of Jewelry. Trade, 
Given in Annual Report of Rhode 
Island Industries. 


Provicence, R. I., Jan. 27.—In his annual 


report to the General Assembly the Com- 


missioner of Industrial Statistics of this 
State gives some very interesting informa- 
tion concerning the manufacturing jewelry. 
and silversmith industries. and their kin- 
dred branches. In his report he says con- 
cerning these: 

“Twenty establishments reporting for 
jewelry show an increase of 3.2 per cent. 
in average number of wage earners em- 
ployed who are 16 years of age and over, 
and an increase of 37.8 per cent. of wage 
earners who are employed that are under 
16 years. The total amount of wages paid 
increased 1.7 per cent., the cost of material 
used increased 14.7 per cent. and the value 
of products increased 9.4 per cent. 

“Seven establishments reporting for jew- 
elers’ findings show an increase of 38.7 per 
cent, in average number of wage earners 
16 years of age and over employed, total 
wage increased 41.5 per cent., the cost of 
materials used increased 44.8 per cent, and 
the value of products increased 37.8 per 
cent. 

“Six establishments reporting for silver- 
smithing and silverware show an increase 
of 9 per cent. in average number of wage 
earners 16 years of age and over who are 
employed and an increase of 64.3 per cent. 
in average number of wage earners under 
16 years of age employed. Total wages 
paid increased 8.5 per cent., the cost of 
material increased 8.7 per cent. and the 
value of products decreased 5.7 per cent.”

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Suit Between Providence Concerns Over 
Patent on Their Brushes Argued 
Before U. S. Court. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I.; Jan. 27.—The case of 
tlie Tilden-Thurber Co., of this city, 
against the Theodoré W. Foster & Bro. 
Co., also of this city, was before the United 
States: District’ Court for Rhode Island a 
few days ago, Judge Arthur L; Brown hear- 
ing the arguments. This is a suit for an 
alleged infringement. of a patent on various 
kinds of brushes and has been pending for 
some time. Briefs were filed by the re- 
spective counsels and the case taken under 
advisement. 

The bill of complaint in this case filed 
Dec. 10, 1910,-charges the defendant com- 
pany with infringement of complainant’s 
United States letters patent for a design 
for a clothes brush, granted the complain- 
ant’ July 26, 1910,- and’ numbered 40,789. 
The complainant’s brief sets forth these 
facts: “In the early part of the year 1909, 
John Webster, connected with the Tilden- 
Thurber Co., as buyer and othetwise, began 
having samples of a new style of clothes 
brush made up, in accordance with an idea 
that he had previously donceived, and in 
the Spring of 1909 samples embodying his 
new idea were completed to his satisfaction 
and -an-application for a patent filed, which 
was later granted. In the Summer of 1909 


‘the Tilden-Thurber Co. sent out its sam- 


ples of this new thin-model clothes brush 
to the toilet article and brush trade and 
began to solicit orders thereon. This thin- 
model brush was-such a radical departure 
from all pre-existing types of clothes brush 
and was so pleasing that excellent success 
followed wherever the samples were shown. 

At that time the patent of this brush had 
not been, issued and other manufacturers 
began to: make similar brushes, Imme- 
diately upon the issuance of the letters pat- 
ent the Tilden-Thurber Co. gave to the 
trade generally a notice of warning as 
to its patent rights in the form of a 
circular sent to dealers handling clothes 
brushes. Mr. Lythgoe, assistant treasurer 
and superintendent of the company, inter- 
viewed the principal dealers in New York, 
Boston and elsewhere, with the result that 
a limited number of licenses were granted 
to eight manufacturers and dealers, while 
settlements were made with other infring- 
ing dealers at the rate of $3 per gross. In 
this way in a single year, it is claimed by 
the complainants, royalties on 75,000 of 
these thin-model brushes were paid to the 
Tilden-Thurber Co., and at the same period 
the complainants sold directly to the trade, 
in the first year of the life of the trade, 
109,000 brushes. There are still some deal- 
ers who have not made settlements’ for 
infringement.” 

Counsel for the defendant company in 
the brief submitted admits “for the purpose 
of this case that the defendant has in- 
fringed if there is a valid patent, so that 
the questions involved rela‘e to the validity 
only, namely, ‘Is the patent void for lack 
of invention? Is the patent void for lack 
of novelty?’”’ Contending that it is neither 
a new invention or a novelty the defendant 
asks that the bill be dismissed.

Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.—Aaron Mendle- 
sohn, wholesale and retail jeweler, of the 
Washington building and Tonawanda St., 
Dorchester, was arraigned before Judge A. 
Nathan Williams in the Roxbury district 
court to-day charged with uttering a forged 
note for $3,000 on the People’s National 
Bank of Roxbury Oct. 3, 1911. 

Mendlesohn pleaded not guilty, and his 
case was continued until next Friday, bail 
being placed at $10,000. Mendlesohn could 
not furnish bail and was removed to the 
Charles St. jail. 

Mendiesohn was placed under arrest in 
the office of his attorney by Inspectors 
Gleavey and Linton and was taken to po- 
lice headquarters. 

P. A. Atherton, attorney for the People’s 
National Bank, in dealing with the question 
of bail, told the court that he understood 
there were several other questionable notes 
on banks-in the city and Roxbury, the total 
amount being more than $25,000. 

Mendlesohn came from New York, where 
he did a small jobbing business, in 1893 to 
Boston and opened a store at 345a Wash- 
ington St. under the name of A. Mendle- 
sohn & Co., having as a partner I. Alberts, 
now head of the firm of I. Alberts & Co., 
Jewelers’ building. They dissolved .partner- 
ship, however, in three years’ time, Mr. Al- 
berts starting in business for himself at 373 
Washington St., where he now conducts 
one of the largest and best esteemed whole- 
sale houses in this part of the country. 

Mendlesohn continued at 345a Washing- 
ton St. under the same trade name of A. 
Mendlesohn & Co. for some time, and sub- 
sequently moved to the Jewelers’ building. 
While here he became financially embar- 
rassed, but, it is understood, later satisfied 
several of his creditors. At this period he 
took in as a partner his brother Dave, who 
later withdrew from the partnership and 
opened up in business on his own account. 

Soon after this Mendlesohn became asso- 
ciated with Selig Jacob, whose death in a 
sanitarium was recently reported in THE 
JEWELERS’ CiRCULAR- WEEKLY. The last 
partnership was dissolved in 1907-8, and 
Mendlesohn moved into the Washington 
building, where he continued up to the time 
of his arrest. 

Last Summer Mendlesohn entertained 
Mr. Tappan, whose signature he is alleged 
to have forged, at his Summer home at 
Winthrop Beach, and their friendship for 
each other was well known among the 
trade. At the time Mr. Tappan was not in 
his usual good health, and it was thought 
that the sea air at Winthrop would be bene- 
ficial to him. 

Mendlesohn has engaged in several enter- 
prises other than the jewelry business, and 
at the time of his arrest was engaged in 
building a large apartment house in the 
South End. 

The note for $3,000 upon which Mendle- 
sohn was arrested came to the notice of P. 
A. Atherton while investigating the affairs 
of the Cross bankruptcy estate. His sus- 
picions were aroused, he says, owing to the 
extraordinary signature, which appeared to 
be written by a man who had a palsied 
hand, 


As a result of his investigations Mr. 
Atherton filed a petition in bankruptcy Sat- 
urday against Mendlesohn on behalf of 
Irene B. Cox and Leon Knule, whose 
claims aggregate $1,259. The petitioners al- 
lege that Mendlesohn concealed or removed 
merchandise, consisting of precious stones 
and cash valued at more than $2,000, with 
intent to delay his creditors. 





ASSETS OF A, W. CROSS AFFECTED. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 27.—The first meet- 
ing of creditors of Arthur W. Cross, dia- 
mond merchant, Jewelers’ building, who 
filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy Jan. 
1), will be held in the East Cambridge 
Court Feb. 2 at 9.30 a. mM, 

Meanwhile P. A. Atherton, the receiver, 
is endeavoring to straighten out Cross’ af- 
fairs, which, he says, are involved to a con- 
siderable extent owing to the dealings be- 
tween Cross and Aaron Mendlesohn, of the 
Washington building, who was arraigned 
Friday on a charge of uttering a forged 
note for $3,000 on the People’s National 
Bank, Roxbury. It is feared by many of 
the local creditors that the assets of the 
Cross estate will be considerably reduced 
owing to the developments following Men- 
dlesohn’s arrest, 








Pennyweight Thieves Try to Get Ring 
from Lowell, Mass., Jewelers After 
Several Visits. 


LoweLL, Mass., Jan. 22.—The police are 
searching for two men who entered the 
jewelry store of A. Gustat on Middlesex 
St. last week ostensibly to purchase a dia- 
mond ring, but really to substitute a brass 
ring with imitation stones for a diamond 
ring valued at $175 belonging to Gustat. 

The men, who are described as being 
about 25 years of age, medium height and 
wearing dark clothes at the time, had evi- 
dently had secret longings to possess the 
diamond ring for several weeks previous to 
the robbery, for they scoured the stores of 
the pawnbrokers to find a duplicate of the 
genuine article. This they finally did from 
a pawnbroker named A. Stearns, also on 
Middlesex St., the latter having sold to the 
two men the brass r:ng, which later he 
identified. 

The: act of legerdemain was performed 
while Gustat had gone to supper, his wife 
being in charge of the store during his 
absence. 

The two swindlers asked to see some 
diamond rings, which Mrs. Gustat showed to 
them, and after admir:ng for some minutes 
the ring purloined, apparently replaced it 
and left the store without making a pur- 
chase. 

That the men contemplated making the 
exchange some time previous is evident 
ftom the fact that they had called several 
times before, but had never succeeded in 
arriving at a time when Mr. Gustat was not 
at the store. 








E. E. Pickerell, who conducted a notion, 
art and jewelry store at Amarillo, Tex., is 
offering creditors a settlement on the basis 
of 25 cents. His liabilities are about $3,060 
and his assets about $1,500. He has been in 
the fancy goods line for some time, but has 
been carrying a jewelry line for about a 
year. 
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Henry J. Bridger, Brooklyn Jeweler, 
Commits Suicide in His Home. 

Henry J. Bridger, a retail jeweler at 472 
Fulton S&t., Brooklyn, committed suicide 
some time late Thursday night or early Fri- 
day morning in the bedroom of his apart- 
ment, 87 Hanson PIl., Brooklyn. A paper 
that had contained arsenic was found on 
the bed and nearby was a glass in which 
the potion had been taken. On a chair be- 
side the bed were found nine letters, among 
them one being to the coroner and another 
one to a Brooklyn undertaker. The letter

to the coroner said that Mr. Bridger had 
committed suicide and requested that no 
autopsy be performed on his body. 

Mr. Bridger left his store at 6.45 P. mM. 
the night previous to the time his body was 
found. He had been in poor health for 
some time, suffering with stomach trouble. 
The body was found Friday morning by 
the landlady of the house. 

Henry J. Bridger was born 55 years ago 
in London, England, where he learned the 
jewelry business. He came to this country 
when a young man and established himself 
in business in 1884 at 670 Fulton St. The 
business was sold out to A. Barrick in 
1890. In June, 1891, a store was opened by 
Mr. Bridger’s wife at 475 Fulton St., and 
on Jan. 1, 1906, removed to the present ad- 
dress, where it has been conducted by Mr. 
Bridger under his own name. It was 
stated to a reporter for THe JEWELERS’ 
CrrcuLar-WEEKLY that as yet no informa- 
tion could be given as to the future of the 
business. 

The funeral was held Monday afternoon 
at 2 p. m. in the Fleet St. M. E. Church, 
and the body placed in a receiving vault. 

Mr. Bridger was a member of Orion 
Lodge No. 717, F. and A. M., and of Kis- 
met Chapter of the Mystic Shrine. 

Deceased is survived by his widow and 
one brother in this country and by three 
sisters and a brother in England.

During the year 1911 many additions have been 
made to the office equipment, the total expenditure 
during that period for furniture and fixtures being 
$1,832. These additions have been made necessary 
on account of the growth of the business. With 
the recent improvements made I believe that :the 
equipment of our office is secoond to none engaged 
in a similar ling of work. 

Material improvements have been made in our 
method of filing and indexing reports. We have 
adopted the numerical system of filing reports and 
information, and now have in the index over 
25,000 cards that provide immediate reference on 
any concern or individual regarding whom -the 
office has any information. 

We have persistently canvassed the trade for 
signed statements, and the figures given herewith 
show a substantial increase in the number of state- 
ments received. It will be the policy of this office 
during the coming year to make even more effort 
to obtain statements from those who are seeking 
credit of our members. 

Since we added capital ratings to the rating book 
we have received many favorabie comments that 
the value of the book, as a credit guide, has been 
materially increased. Notwithstanding the increase 
in price we sold more extra copies than in any 
previous year. 

The office has handled a number of large fail- 
ure matters, and either Mr. Leavitt or myself 
have personally attended many of the creditors’ 
meetings in New York and elsewhere. We have 
done more traveling than formerly, and have been 
able to personally investigate a number of matters 
that were formerly left to our attorneys. 

It has been our policy during the past 12 months 
to acquire close knowledge of certain failure 
matiers by acting as trustee, receiver or appraiser. 
The benefit that is to be derived by having our 
employes act in these capacities is practically no- 
ticeable from the results that have been attained 
in the following matters: 

S. F. Myers Co., bankrupt. New York, which 
was complicated by annoying litigation, but which 
will pay the cerditors a very substantial dividend 
considering the appraised value of the assets. 

Charles L. Trout & Co., New York, which was 
handled by this office and in which the héavy 
expenses of bankruptcy were avoided. This matter 
has already paid a dividend of 50 per cent., with 
more to follow. 

Samuel Elroff, bankrupt, New York, in which I 
was appointed receiver after the debtor had disap- 
peared with a large stock of merchandise. Through 
the efforts of the Board the bankrupt has been ar- 
rested on a writ of ne exeat, and is now in jail 
under bail of $10,000. 

There are a number of other cases in which the 
creditors have realized good results from our 
activity. 

Our branch office at 15 Maiden Lane, New 
York, shows constant increase in its use by our 
members and traveling representatives. During 
the year 1911 there were 2,493 inquiries received 
at that office, an average of eight for each and 
every working day. 

The growth of our membership list during 1911 
has been quite satisfactory, the increase being 
from 277 to 301, with few resignations. 

I have prepared the following schedules, show- 
ing the number of failures in 1911 among strictly 
jobbing jewelers in the United States and Canada, 
with the liabilities in each case. There were. 39 
cases listed during the 12 months with a total 


amount of liabilities of $1,899,875. The schedule ©

Mills & White, Manufacturing Jewel- 
ers, Providence, R. |., Go Into Vol- 
untary Bankruptcy. 
Provipence, R. IL, Jan. 27.—Two peti- 
tions filed by Edmund A. White, of this 
city, one as an individual and the other as 
a member of the copartnership of Mills & 
White, manufacturing jewelers, 100 Stew- 
art St., this city, were before Judge Ar- 
thur L. Brown in the United States District 
Court to-day, the petitioner seeking adjudi- 
cation as a bankrupt in both cases. Fred 
J. Mills, the other member of the firm, did 
not join with the petitioner in asking ad- 
judication, although he consented to-day 

when the case came before the court. 

In his individual petition Mr. White, 
who was formerly for several years with 
the George L. Vose Mfg. Co., from which 
he withdrew last May, gives his liabilities 
as $4,550, and assets comprising one auto- 
mobile valued at $500. 

The petition in which the firm is involved 
shows the total liabilities to be $18,197.11, 
and the assets are given as $10,700. The 
court in this case was requested to appoint 
a receiver for the best interests of the 
concern, which has over $7,000 werth of 
stock in trade and in process of manufac- 
ture. The prayer was granted, and Horace 
M. Peck, manager of the Manufacturing 
Jewelers’ Board of Trade, of this city, was 
appointed receiver, with a bond of $15,000.

gram and transact other business.

Boucher, acted as the chairman of the 
meeting, and he was directed to appoint 
the committees to plan the arrangements 
for the State convention.

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Further Details of the Arrest of ‘‘Judson 
White,” Expert Check Swindler, 
Now in Jail at Larned, Kans. 
LarNeED, Kans., Jan. 29.—Judson White, 
alias “G. B. Adams,” who has been preying 
upon jewelers all over the country for some 
time by passing bogus checks and who was 
arrested through the publicity given his 
methods in THe JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY, as reported last week, is now 
whiling away his time behind the bars of 

the Pawnee County Jail. 
White appeared here about Jan. 10 and, 
as has been his scheme in various other

cities far and near, began at once to cult:- 
vate the acquaintance of local jewelers by 
making a claim of opulence and hinting at 
large purchases of diamonds. He repre- 
sented himself to be a lumber dealer of 
New York and a Mason of high degree. Af- 
ter banking hours Jan. 16 he appeared at 
the jewelry store of E. R. Smisor and de- 
cided to purchase a diamond valued at $535. 
The jeweler had previously read a descrip- 
tion of a swindler in the previous issue of 
Tue Jewevers’ CrrcuLcar-WEEKLY, and his 
suspicions were so aroused that he resolved 
to risk the profits of this large sale in or der 
to take the chances of catching a crouk of 
national reputation. He refused to close 
the deal on the afternoon in question, stat- 
ing to White that it would be necessary for 
him to get a bill of sale drawn at the bank 
and come ,back the following morning, 
when the transaction would be closed. 

That evening Mr. Smisor notified the 
bank officials and the police of his suspi- 
cions and when he got White in the bank 
the next morning everything was ready for 
an immediate arrest should White fail 
to tell a straight story. A. H. Moffet, presi- 
dent of the Moffet Bros.’ National Bank, 
easily caught White at fault on some fea- 
tures of Masonic work and became con- 
vinced that he was a fraud. W. W. Charles, 
cashier, succeeded in undermining his story 
about a check he offered in payment for the 
ring, and White was immediately arrested 
as a suspicious character. 

In -his room at the hotel were found 
many check books, bottles of ink remover, 
safe-blowing tools, key-making tools, a 


large number of keys of various descrip- 
tions, a big supply of laudanum and chlo- 
roform, a chloroform administerer, face 
masks, a small counterfeiting apparatus, nu- 
merous Masonic rings and charms and a 
large imitation diamond, 

As reported last week, the check present- 
ed here was drawn by E. E. Hess on the 
Colonial Bank of New York for $666.66 in 
favor of Judson White. A wire to this bank 
was promptly answered by the Burns Detec- 
tive Agency, representing the American 
Bankers’ Association, stating that the check 
was worthless and that many similar ones 
had been received from various parts of 
the country. The Pinkerton National Detec- 
tive Agency telegraphed asking that White 
he held. Word was also received from 
various places stating that White was 
wanted for swindling jewelers and asking 
that he be held. 

A large part of the credit for the capture 
of this criminal is due to Mr. Smisor and 
Tue JEWELERS’ CrrcULAR-WEEKLy. Smi- 
sor’s suspicion had been aroused days be- 
fore he communicated them to the bank or 
police officials. During this time he was 
careful to apparently let White get into his 
confidence and think that he had an easy 
game to play. White later told a sheriff 
from. lowa, who came here to identify him, 
that he had been up against some pretty 
careful men, but that he had entertained no 
fears of Mr. Smisor unt'] the last moment. 

Since the arrest of White it has been 
learned that a man who answers his de- 
scription and who used the name of Adams 
tried to work the same game on Harry 
Dixon, a jeweler, at North Platte, Neb., 
but the jeweler refused to accept the check. 
He also read an account of “Adams” and 
his check swindling game in Tue Jewet-

Look Out for These Men Who Are Sell- 
ing Bogus E!lk Teeth as Genuine. 

A number of concerns in the New York 
jewelry trade have been visited in the. last 
10 days by two men who have been offering 
for sale bogus elk teeth. it is said that 
they have not been work'ng together, but 
that both told the same story of a rich find 
of elk teeth in Indian mounds in the west, 
and claimed that they did not know the 
value of the “teeth,” but were willing to 
dispose of them at a nominal figure. Some 
of the so-called elk teeth have been submit- 
ted to New York experts for examination 
and a report will be made in a short 
time. It is said in the trade that the bogus 
elk teeth are made of ivory or walrus 
tusks and have been discolored by chemi- 
cals. 

From Omaha, Nebr., comes a report that 
western jewelers have been swindled by 
the same game. It is reported that thou- 
sands of the teeth have been manufactured 
and sold from the Atlantic to the Pacific to 
members of the Order of Elks and to jew- 
elers. The claim is made that the imita- 
tions are most skilfully made and are the 
handiwork of Japanese workmen in the 
shops of a Seattle manufacturer. 

According to the reports received from 
the west, a man giving his address as Lin- 
coln, Neb., was the salesman. He dis- 
guised himself to represent a rough west- 
erner and said he had come across Indian 
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mounds on his ranch wherein he had found 
a vast quantity of elk teeth. 

The elk teeth offered for sale in New 
York were valued by the men offering 
them at from $1 to $1.50. Genuine elk 
teeth are valued at from $5 to $25, accord- 
ing to size and quality, accord’ng to an es- 
timate made Monday in New York. 








Informal Meeting of Members of the As- 
surance League Called for Friday 
Next at New York. 

A general meeting of the members of the 
Assurance League of America (formerly 
known as the Jewelers’ League) has been 
called to take place in New York Friday, 
Feb. 2, at 2.30 p. m., at the Astor House. 
The call for the meeting has been issued by 
a provisional committee of the members who 
have been acting on behalf of a number of 
others in New York and out of town, in an 
endeavor to get information and find ex- 
actly what course to pursue in view of the 
present changes which have been proposed 
by the league. 

There seems to be a general misunder- 
standing and misapprehension on the part 
of the members of the league as to exactly 
what is the best course for them to pursue 
under the options which have been submitted 
to them, and as a large number do not fully 
understand these options, or. fully under- 
stand the necessity of any change from 
their present membership, there has been 
considerable dissatisfaction and discussion 
concerning the situation. According to the 
members who have called this meeting, it 
is to clarify th’'s situation and let the mem- 
bers at large know just how they stand and 
what they ought to do that it was decided 
to meet and hold a general discussion. 

It is hoped to have at this meeting a rep- 
resentative of the insurance department of 
the State of New York, while invitations to 
attend have also been issued to the consult- 
ing actuary of the league and a number of 
its officers who will be asked to explain 
the situation. 








Woodle & Wright, Greenwood, S. C., 
Seek to Compromise with Creditors. 
GrREENWOoop, S. C., Jan. 24.—Woodle & 

Wright, retail jewelers of this town, are in 
financial difficulties and have offered cred- 
itors a settlement on a basis of 33% per 
cent. It is reported the liabilities are about 
$14,895 and that the assets, including stock, 
fixtures, accounts and other items, will ag- 
gregate about $16,326. The assets though 
large are not easily liquidated. : 

The firm is composed of Alexander H. 
Woodle and S. P. Wright, who have been 
‘n business under the present style since 
Noy. 14, 1908. Mr. Woodle has been in the 
jewelry business here much longer, having 
succeeded D, W. Spiegel in 1903, about 
which time he came from Bennettsville. 
Both partners have been well regarded: in 
the community and have tried hard to make 
their business a success. Poor sales and 
lack of cash capital, however, caused them 
to fall behind and of late their creditors 
have been pressing claims for collection. 





The store and house occupied by P. M. 
Allison, a jeweler at Cullman, Ala., was 
burned out. The stock was valued at about 
$15,000. 
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Condition of the Gem Markets in Lon- 
don, Antwerp, Amsterdam and Paris. 
Lonpon, Jan. 20.—At the beginning of the 

month business in the diamond trade im- 
proved slightly, particularly as regards to 
selling the manufacturing jewelers in the 
West End. This was due to the fact that 
shopkeepers had done a fair business dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays and cleared off 
a good deal of the stock which they had 
been carrying and which they wish now to 
replace. The wholesale trade was less ac- 
tive as far as gems are concerned, the dis- 
inclination to buy being due to the weather, 
the five or six days of fog we have had 
making it impossible to buy goods care- 
fully. 

Meélée of good quality is greatly in de- 
mand, particularly the assortments from 
2()-32 to the carat in white and second qual- 
ities, provided the stones are well cut. 
Prices continue high, so high that brokers 
and dealers constantly hear complaints, and 
jewelers will not yet believe that the prices 
are here to s ay, and claim that it is hard to 
get their customers to pay the additional 
cost. This condition has led to a larger 
sale for second quality diamonds than ex- 
isted in previous years, but the finer firms 
still take only the superior classes of goods, 
which are scarce. Large diamonds particu- 
larly are very hard to get and are con- 
stantly in demand—in fact are taken up 
almost as soon as they appear. 

Prices for rough remain firm but about 
the same. The parcels of rough which are 
shown for sale by the syndicate find ready 
customers and are being taken now chiefly 
by Amsterdam firms. 


ANTWERP, Jan. 21——The gem business in 
this city is not in good condition, byt the 
depression which exists is due entirely to 
the financial difficulties of a number of firms, 


with consequent shaking of confidence 
among merchants and brokers. During the 
past week some well known firms have 


failed for large amounts, while in addition 
reports came from Paris yesterday that one 
of our well known brokers now in that city 
attempted to commit suicide as a result of 
financial trouble. 

Those conversant with the situation state 
that we are reaping the effect of the finan- 
cial condition of the trade for several years 
back. Though good business has been done 
it has been greatly on credit and any cur- 
tailment of credit was bound to have a bad 
effect. 

The market remains firm, and it is gen- 
erally expected that if the foreign mer- 
chants come here to take advantage of the 
present situation they will be d'sappointed 
in their attempts to get stocks under the 
market prices, because the market prices, 
even though they may seem high in every 
line, are practically the cost prices of get- 
ting these goods in the market. The big 
cutters who are able to stand the present 
pressure have no idea of selling goods at a 
loss, and would rather wait until the present 
financial stress has passed over before mak- 
ing any attempt to push sales. 


AMSTERDAM, Jan. 20.—A general air of 
quietness prevails in all branches of the 
diamond trade here, this being caused by 
the financial condition of the Antwerp mar- 
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ket more than any hing cls:. There is a 
strong conmerc al connection between the 
diamond markets of that city and this, and 
our trade reflects to a large extent the 
financial conditions there, even though 
many of our firms may not be involved in 
the failures. The temporary dulness has 
caused unemployment among the diamond 
cutters and polishers to increase, as a great 
many large houses have stopped cutting or 
curtailed the'r force. 

As far as prices go they remain the same 
for all lines, and present conditions are 
not expected to affect any lines in particu- 
lar. Meélée of good quality as well as the 
larger sizes, varying from 4 carat upward, 
will probably be stronger, but otherwise 
conditions will remain as they are until the 
buyers from other parts of the world be- 
gin to arrive. Our merchan‘s are well able 
to take care of the stocks on hand without 
cutting pr:ces. Those dealers who visited 
the city during the first weeks of January 
found little to encourage them as far. as 
prices were concerned, and those who were 
looking to pick up bargains were sorely dis- 
appointed. 

Imports of rough diamonds continue to 
remain about the same. 


Paris, Jan. 19.—So far business during 
the present month has been.very fair, and 
with the commencement of the Riviera sea- 
son a large number of d’stinguished vis- 
itors from all parts of the world are be- 
ginning to pass through our cities, and 
jewelers generally are much encouraged 
at the outlook. Were it not for the politi- 
cal conditions at home and abroad in that 
they tend to interfere with the business in 
luxuries the prospects for the year would 
be very fine. 

One line of the gem trade, however, has 
little complaint, and this includes the deal- 
ers selling pearls, particularly the large 
gems of good quality, which are much in 
demand, as are also large sized brilliants 
ranging from one-half carat upward, which 
still show an upward tendency in price. 
The increase in price of large gems in the 
last few years has been a subject of re- 
mark. 

Old Braz‘lian diamonds seem to be com- 
ing in the market, and these are mostly of 
square shapes, though many of them have 
been and are being recut. Parcels of light, 
as well as dark, brown diamonds meet with 
a good demand when cut properly. Roses 
are not called for. 

As far as colored stones are concerned, 
emeralds in good qualities meet with gen- 
eral favor. 








Trustee Appointed for J .C. Stillmanks, 
Portland, Ore. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 25.—The San 
Francisco representative of the National 
Jewelers Board of Trade who went to 
Portland to investigate the affairs of J. C. 
Stillmanks, who made an assignment for the 
benefit of his creditors, found the debtors’ 
corporation to be insolvent, and not in a 
position to work out under a proposition 
for extension as proposed. Through agree- 
ment with counsel for Portland creditors, 
J. A. Blundin, of Seattle, Wash., was ap- 
pointed trustees for all creditors. Inven-

tory of stock is now being taken, and, when 
completed, will probably show $14,000, with 
practically no other assets. 

The liabilities, including the claims of the 
Portland creditors, amount to $15,000. The 
estate will be handled as economically as 
possible, and the expense will be small. The 
stock has been advertised for sale under 
sealed bids by the trustee, and will be 
opened Jan. 29. It is claimed the stock is iff 
good condition and well assorted. No de- 
lay should occur in the filing of claims of 
all creditors with the trustee. 








Pair of Thieves Who “Switched” Ring 
on Bessemer, Ala., Jewelers Cap- 
tured After a Chase. 

BesseMER, Ala., Jan. 29.—Two clever pen- 
nyweight thieves came to grief in this city 
after committing a daring robbery at the 
store of the Spivy-Moore Jewelry Co., Sec- 
ond Ave. and 19th St., Friday morning, 
where they succeeded in getting a $300 dia- 
mond rng but were caught after a long 
chase. A third man who accompanied them 
made his escape. Had the robbery not been 
discovered by O. C. Moore a few minutes 
after the men had left they would all have 
gotten away with the loot. 

The two men who were captured gave 
their names as H. W. Wilson and Robert 
Williams. ‘They called at the jewelry store 
Friday and were waited on by Mr. Moore. 
The elder man, who is about 45 years old, 
introduced the younger man as his son and 
said the latter intended to marry and want- 
ed to look at engagement and wedding 
rings. After looking over a tray of dia- 
mond rings the man picked out a $50 soli- 
taire and a wedding ring and asked Mr. 
Moore to lay them aside, saying that he 
would call for them. While they were in 
the store a third man come in and attracted 
the attention of a clerk who had been watch- 
ing the transaction. 

Mr. Moore was suspicious of his custom- 
ers, and though he had watched them while 
they were there he made a careful examina- 
tion of the ring tray after they had left and 
found that a diamond ring with a two-carat 
stone was missing. He immediately called 
the police and started out in search of the 
men. He came across Wilson and Williams 
at Sixth Ave. and 19th St., but when the 
men saw him they ran. The chase of the 
fugitives was taken up by Detectives Cabe 
and Childers, who arrived on the scene, and 
both men were captured. In Wilson’s pos- 
session they claimed to have found the miss- 
ing diamond. 

The elder man is described as about 45 
to 55 years old, about 5 feet 8 inches tall, 
with hair slightly gray. He wore a beard of 
several weeks’ growth. He stooped slightly 
as he walked. The younger man is some- 
where between 18 and 22 years of age, 
weighs about 125 or 135 pounds, has dark 
eyes and stands about 5 feet 8 or 9 inches 
high. The younger man was very neatly 
dressed and did all the talking. The third 
man who came in and who was not cap- 
tured, is described as about 30 years old, 
about 5 feet 7 inches high and weighs about 
150 pounds. He has dark eyes and hair and 
has a small blue scar over one eye.

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Pacific Coast Gold and Silversmiths’ 
Association Reports Progress in 
Preventing Retailing by 

Wholesalers. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan, 24—At the 
meeting of the retailers of San Francisco, 
called at the instance of the Pacific Coast 
Gold and Silversmiths’ Association and held 
in Emporium Hal] Thursday, no official ac- 
tion was taken in regard to the attitude of 
the wholesalers in encroaching on the retai) 
field, but it was felt that a step had been 
‘taken in the right direction to overcome the 
evil. 

In reply to letters sent out by the asso- 
ciation to the various wholesalers of the 
city, several had responded readily and 
heartily acquiesced in the movement which 
the retailer was making to protect his trade. 
These wholesalers are very willing to co- 
operate and, as a factor toward that end, 
suggested that the retailer, when he wanted 
goods from the wholesale house for a 
special customer, instead of bringing or 
sending the customer over to the jobbing 
house, should send for the goods and sell 
them from his own store. This, of course, 
would refer to only smaller lines of stock, 
but the suggestion met with approval by the 
body in session. 

The trade relationship in San Francisco 
has always been friendly, and with the un- 
derstanding that the retailer wants only his 
rights as to the retail trade, the line-up of 
the rest of the wholesalers will be only a 
matter of their further consideration: East- 
ern manufacturers also are interested in the 
result of the efforts being made by the as- 
sociation, and will assist in the adjustment 
of the difficulty as far as possible. The as- 
sociation has 126 members among the 300 
jewelers of the Bay cities, and is a live 
factor in the commercial life of the city. 

The annual dinner will be given Feb. 29 
at the Hotel St. Francis, and a general sur- 
vey of the past year’s work will be given. 
Definite plans will also be discussed for the 
trip to Los Angeles to the State association 
meeting in March. 





Nathan Gorin, Philadelphia, Pa., Ad- 
judged a Voluntary Bankrupt. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 25.—Nathan Gorin, a 
jeweler and watchmaker of 1136 N. 2d St., 
was adjudicated a voluntary bankrupt by 
Judge Holland in the United States Dis- 
trict Court here to-day. In the schedules 
filed with the petition Jan. 18 assets were 
given as $1,093.15 and liabilities as $2,506.85. 
The assets are divided as follows: House- 
hold goods, $116; open accounts, $837.15; 
stocks and negotiable bonds, $20, and un- 
liquidated claims, $120. The case was re- 
ferred to Richard S. Hunter, referee in 
bankruptcy.

Gwirtz, Philadelphia, Offers 


Creditors 30 Per Cent. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 25.—At a meeting of 
the creditors of Louis Gwirtz, of 934 N. 
2d St., an offer of 30 cents on the dollar 
was extended by the jeweler. In offering 
this, Mr. Gwirtz, whose liabilities are said 
to be in the neighborhood of $10,000, de- 
clared that he would be unable to pay more 
than 10 per cent. cash, the balance to be 
paid off within a year in quarterly pay- 
ments of 5 per cent. No definite action was 
taken, but the matter was referred to a 
committee, who will appraise his stock. 

In 1906 Gwirtz was forced to go into 
bankruptcy following a burglary. At that 
time he owed $6,000. He opened up again 
and after trying several localities settled 
at his present address in January, 1910. In 
August of that year he made a statement 
to certain creditors in which he declared 
that his assets amounted to $12,200, while 
his liabilities were $3,200.

Stock Worth $1,200 Stolen from S. 
Drozdowitz, Indianapolis, Ind. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 29.—One of the 
most daring burglaries in the history of 
the local jewelry trade occurred last 
Thursday night when the jewelry store 
of Samuel Drozdowitz at 217 E. Washing- 
ton St., was entered and robbed. Articles 
taken are said to have been worth from 
$1,200 to $1,500, but the real amount will 
not be known until an inventory is com- 
pleted. 

The store is within one square of police 
headquarters. While the burglars worked 
they were in plain view of the street, but 
the burglary is believed to have taken place 
at a time when few persons were in the 
streets. The location is in the heart of the 
city. 

Entrance was gained by cutting a wire 
screen from a rear window. A jimmy was 
used in opening the window, which let 
the burglars into a corridor of the build- 
ing. Locks on two doors, guarded by iron 
bars, were broken, before the burglars 
got into the store. 

Once in the store they took three suit 
cases and filled them with plunder, which 
included 12 revolvers, nine trays of rings, 
three trays of gold lockets set with jewels, 
two trays of lodge emblems and 12 silver- 
mounted combs,

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The Trail of the Penny-Weight Thief. 








Jewelers of Many Sections Victims of Clever Thief or Thieves, Who “ Switch” Rings 
with Great Dexterity and Escapes Before the Exchange is Detected. 
Probably the Work of One Man. 











CuMBERLAND, Md., Jan. 26—A_ clever 
pennyweight thief, who, as told in the last 
issue of THE JeweLers’ CrrCULAR-WEEKLY, 
recently obtained a $325 ring from a Bridge- 
port, Conn., firm, leaving a $25 ring in its 
place, evidently traveled from Bridgeport to 
this town, for last Saturday a man answer- 
ing his description and working the same 
game succeeded in getting a $320 ring from 
the S. T. Little Jewelry Co, 97 Baltimore 
St., this city. 

Robert W. Little, the president and man- 
ager of the jewelry concern, is well ac- 
quainted with the tricks of thieves, and is 
not easily taken in, but he describes this 
particular thief as a man of more than or- 
dinary ability at the trick of “switching,” in 
fact the proceeding was as clever a piece of 
“sle‘ght-of-hand” work as has ever been 
worked in a jewelry store. Mr. Little him- 
self waited upon the pretended customer, 
who claimed he wanted to get a ring for 
his sweetheart. He produced a ring to 
show the size, which was a filled gold ring 
with a flat white stone. Mr. Little never 
let his eyes drop from the man but once, 
and that was for but four seconds, but in 
this time the thief was able to abstract a 
$320 ring and put in its place one not worth 
more than $25. The theft was not discov- 
ered until the man had gotten away. 

The matter was reported to the police, 
who believed there were two men operating, 
as the thief had a companion in town on 
that day. : 

The man who operated in Bridgeport on 
Jan. 12 is described as being about 28 to 30 
years old, dark hair and dark eyes, about 
5 feet 9 inches tall and weighs about 150 
pounds. This, Mr. Little says, is exactly the 
description of the man who visited him 
Jan. 20. 

Jewelers in all sections of the country are 
warned to be extremely careful should the 
man visit them, as he is so clever in the 
art of substituting that it is almost impossi- 
ble to detect him at his tricks. 





A GOOD HAUL AT CHILLICOTHE, 0. 
CurtuicorHe, O., Jan. 26—A_ clever 
pennyweight thief, believed to be the man 
who operated recently in Bridgeport, Conn., 
as noted in the last issue of THe JEWELERS’ 
CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY, visited this town Fri- 
day morning and succeeded in getting a 
$300 ring from the store of O, J. Fuchs, 
substituting for it a ring worth about $20. 
Though the theft was discovered immedi- 
ately after the thief left, and the police were 
notified, the man escaped. It is believed 
that the thief and a companion took an N. 
& W. Railroad train east into V rginia. 
The stranger entered Mr. Fuchs’ jewelry 
store about 9.30 in the morning and told 
the jeweler’s clerk that he wanted to buy a 
diamond ring. He selected one worth $60 
and showed a cheap ring which he said was 
the size of the one that he wanted. He 
informed the clerk he would be back at 
noon and pay for his purchase. After he 
had gone the clerk discovered a ring worth 


$20 with no price tag attached in the case, 
and called up Mr. Fuchs by telephone. 
An investigation revealed that the ring with 
the largest stone they had in the case had 
been taken and the substitution must have 
been done under the very eyes of the clerk. 

The police were notified and were given 
a description of the man and immediately 
started to track him. They learned that a 
man of his description and a companion 
had left on the 10.30 car, so they -tele- 
phoned to Columbus, Circleville and other 
towns. Later they heard that the Colum- 
bus police had arrested two suspects, and 
two men were under arrest in Circleville. 
The last two, however, do not answer the 
description of the man that visited Mr. 
Fuchs’ store. 

Chief of Police Pendergast has sent out 
cards announcing a reward of $75 for the 
recovery of the diamond and conviction of 
the thief, $50 for the recovery of the 
diamond only, and $25 for the conviction 
of the thief only. The diamond is de- 
scribed as weighing 1% and 3-64 carats, is 
a perfect stone of good color, set high, 
with unusually good prongs. The weight 
and price is scratched inside and also the 
number 153. 

The thief is described as being about 5 
feet 6 inches, has a rather long flat nose, 
smooth shaven: face and weighs about 150 
pounds. When operating here he wore a 
dark overcoat, reddish brown suit and fur 
cap. The police were unable to get a 
description of his partner. The thief was 
supposed to be a “dope” fiend, for he tried 
to buy morphine shortly before the rob- 
bery. 





CHARLESTON, W. VA., JEWELER Loses $400 
RING. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Jan. 29.—The clev- 
er pennyweight thief and switcher reported 
as having visited jewelers in other parts of 
the country, passed through Charleston- 
Kanawha, Saturday, with the result that at 
least one jeweler, J. Charles Ernst, at 208 
Capitol St., is mourning the loss of a $400 
ring. The thief, who is described as from 
20 to 25 years old, about 5 ft. 8 in. high, 
weighing about 160 pounds, of light com- 
plexion and with smooth-shaven face, called 
at Mr. Ernst’s store, and after asking to be 
shown some engagement rings asked for 
Mr. Ernst personally. 

The proprietor was called and waited on 
the young man, showing him several trays 
of rings. The customer at first would not 
touch the rings, saying his hands were 
dirty, but appeared to be attracted by a 
$100 stone, which he asked to have fixed 
in another mounting and said that he 
would be back for it. 

Mr. Ernst had turned his back but once 
and for only a second while waiting on the 
man and it is believed in this time he made 
the substitution, taking a ring with a very 
fine diamond, weighing one plus % and 
1-64 carats, perfect, fine color, a very flat 
stone, mounted in Tiffany mounting with 
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high prongs. The missing ring is scratched 
inside under the stone with the number 27, 
and is stamped with a square “E” 14K. 
Mr. Ernst had watched the man very close- 
ly, as his somewhat nervous action excited 
suspicion, but he did not notice the sub- 
stition for some time afterward, as he saw 
that the tray of diamond rings was full 
when he put them away. 

Yesterday while at his home the jeweler 
was thinking over the matter and decided 
to investigate again. He went to his store, 
got out the rings and discovered a cheap 
stone in a cast mounting which had been 
broken in being sized and had been sol- 
dered near the shank. Knowing this was 
not his own ring, he made a careful in- 
ventory and discovered the $400 ring was 
missing, 











Samuel Elroff, New York Jeweler, Ar- 
rested in Brooklyn on Writ of 
Ne Exeat. 

Samuel Elroff, a wholesale jeweler at 71 
Nassau St., New York, against whom an 
involuntary petition in bankruptcy was filed 
last November, after he had left the city, 
was arrested at his home in Brooklyn last 
Thursday on a writ of ne exeat and com- 
mitted to the Ludlow St. jail in default of 
$10,000 bail. Shortly after Elroff left the 
city his creditors began an investigation of 
his affairs, at the conclusion of which the 
petition in bankruptcy was filed and the 
creditors took possession of his office. When 
the safe was opened it was stated that a 
quantity of eyeglasses was all it contained, 
and these were of small value. 

When arraigned before Commissioner 
Alexander for examination last Saturday 
morning Mr. Elroff stated that when he 
left the city he took with him about $2,000 
worth of merchandise. According to his 
testimony shortly before the petition in 
bankruptcy was filed he left New York 
and went to Newark, N. J., and from there 
to several other towns, where he disposed 
of the merchandise which he carried with 
him. Mr. Elroff stated that he realized 
$800 from his sales and this money he sent 
to his wife. 

At the time the petition in bankruptcy 
was filed against Elroff his liabilities were 
estimated at $10,000, with assets of $750. 








H. E. Rader, Monrovia, Cal., Makes an 
Assignment. 

Monrovia, Cal., Jan. 29.—A general as- 
signment for the benefit of creditors has 
been made by Howard E. Rader, who con- 
ducts a store in this town and also at 
Sierra Madres. It is possible that bank- 
ruptcy proceedings may follow. 

Mr. Rader has been in business for over 
20 years. He started in Bonceverte, W. 
Va., early in 1891 and, after meeting with 
reverses, finally moved west on account of 
his wife’s health. He opened his branch 
store at Sierre Madres in September last 
year.

They were made in the 14th, 16th 
and 17th centuries. Another addition were 
four antique glass vases and a bowl from 
Syria and an Egyptian silver spoon and 
charm.

Advertizing. announcement recent- 
ly made by President Roberts, of the Amer- 
ican National Retail Jewelers’ Association, 
published in full in another column of this 
issue, in which he urges upon the officers 
of all the associations in States wherein 
there are no advertising and stamping laws 
to appoint legislative committees at once 
and make an attempt to get their legisla- 
tures to enact at the next session, both the 
proposed Gold and Silver Stamping Law 
which THe Jewerers’ CircULAR-WEEKLY 
had drawn to conform with the National 
Law, and also the proposed law against 
fraudulent advertising which this journal 
had drafted a year ago, at the suggestion 
of the national association, 

Both of these statutes have received the 
favorable indorsement of practically all 
bodies in the trade and, as we understand 
it, are unopposed to-day by any manufac- 
turers, wholesalers or retailers in the lines 
that enter into the jewelry business. The 
stamping law is already in effect in many 
States, and it is essential that other States 
put a similar act in their statute books, even 
those States that already punish the fraud- 
ulent stamping of the precious metals, be- 
cause much better work can be done when 
all the statutes conform to the National 
Law than if different conditions exist in 
one State than in another. In two States 
which passed the stamping act last year, 
Wisconsin and Iowa, the statute is already 
in effect, while it has been on the books of 
Rhode Island, New Jersey, Colorado and 
North Carolina, for several years and al- 
most similar acts are in effect in New York, 
Massachusetts and other States. 

That the State Stamping Laws can be 
enforced was proved by the editor of this 
journal, acting in that capacity and as sec- 
retary for the Stamping Law Committee. 
who made a test case in New York over a 
year ago and convicted two manufacturers ; 
and that the New York law is not to re- 
main a “dead letter” has been amply proved 
by the prosecutions of the Good and Wel-

fare Committee of the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade, whose good work in this 
line is strongly praised by President Rob- 
erts in the announcement referred to in the 
beginning of this article. 

As far as the law on fraudulent adver- 
tising is concerned, there is no need to urge 


upon an intelligent jeweler the importance’ 


to him of preventing misrepresentation ‘n 
advertising, as he is one of the greatest 
sufferers from this abuse. Our proposed 
law against such fraudulent statements, 
which President Roberts and the State as- 
sociations wish to have enacted, is a drastic 
measure and will meet many conditions 
which need remedying. It is essentially 
founded on the New York statute, which 
has been in effect for several years and 
which was proved to be enforceable when a 
test case was made within the past year, 
with the result that the defendant was con- 
victed and fined.

interpreting the jewelry clause of the tariff 
act as covering only such articles as are 
specifically enumerated and any other arti- 
cles commonly or commercially known a3 
jewelry when composed in chief value of 
gold or platinum. According to the Treas- 
ury Department's idea, all jewelry is cov- 
ered by the clause, but as the General Ap- 
praisers read it jewelry as mentioned in the 
paragraph applies only to jewelry in chief 
value of gold or platinum unless the article 
comes within the first part of the paragraph 
which provides for the specific and ad 
valorem duties aggregating in all 85 per 
cent, 

The collector at Providence has been in 
correspondence relative to correct classifi- 
cation of certain brass brooches valued at 
less than 20 cents per dozen, and Assistant 
Secretary Andrews has notified him that 
the Department’s appeal from the decision 
of the General Appraiser was for the pur- 
pose of having a judicial determination of 
the question, and it is still desirous of hay- 
ing a decision upon this issue by the United 
States Court of Customs Appeals. The 
collector was instructed to contiue to assess 
brass brooches and other articles at 60 cents 
ad valorem as jewelry under the provisions 
of Par, 448, and this will probably be the 
custom of the department until the jewelry 
clause is finally interpreted by the court 
of last resort. 





Fifteen jewelers of Lincoln, Neb., re- 
cently met at the Lincoln Hotel at a dinner 
at which it was decided to attempt to bring 
the 1913 convention of the State associa- 
tion to that city.

How to Make Leap Year Bring In the Most 
Money—A Special Sale Plan. 
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HIS year there will be one more sales 
day than usual and if its gross re- 
ceipts can be swelled to important propor- 
tions they will add materially to the year’s 
receipts without adding proportionately to 
its expenses. 

It is this latter fact that forms the best 
excuse for holding a special Leap Year Sale 
on the 29th of February. The term “Extra 
Day Sale” may appeal to some more favor- 
ably than Leap Year Sale. In any event 
the sale may be made an important success 
if it is given the right sort of publicity. 

Feb. 29 comes on Thursday and it is easy 
to explain to the public as an excuse for 
asking them to buy at the special sale that 
this added day of business in 1912 is not 
costing the store anything in the way of 
expense. The expenses for the year will be 
practically the same and thus the store can 
afford to give up to the people some of its 
profit for one day. This point can be em- 
phasized as strongly as desired. 

Of course, it is not wise to put on a spe- 
cial sale that will only mean loading every- 
one up with a surplus stock of staple goods 
at a price that will mean no profit for the 
dealer and in a way that will cut off possi- 
ble future sales that would otherwise have 
paid handsomely. 

The sale must be a money-maker and not 
merely a stock-reducer. A good way to 
handle the proposition in order to produce 
the desired effect is to make it the occasion 
of pushing and familiarizing the public with 
standard brands of advertised goods carried 
in stock. 

Every jewelry store carries a good many 
lines of generally advertised goods, goods 
that are in steady, even though somewhat 
limited, demand. The fact that these goods 
are a part of the dealer’s regular stock is 
an advertisement for his store and a recom- 
mendation for its quality. 

Just as we are known by the company we 
keep, so are our goods known by the com- 
pany they keep—so are we known by the 
goods we keep. 

The manufacturers of countless staples 
are advertising their goods in the general 
magazines and creating consumer demand 
all over the country. These goods are 
claimed to be standard in quality. The 


public has confidence in them and also for 
them, but many times the store in which 
they ask for them does not have them and 
they find it necessary to go elsewhere to 
buy. Or it may be that they go in the first 
place to the store where they have seen 
them advertised and do not even take the 
trouble to go and ask at the store where 
they generally trade. 

It is very important that the jeweler ally 
himself and his store with the big adver- 
tisers, as far as possible. The importance 
of the retailer being able to supply adver- 
tised goods can scarcely be exaggerated. 
The importance of his making the public 
believe and understand that he has those 
goods is almost as great. 

The big advertisers of goods in your line 
are spending thousands, hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars annually to make their 


goods sell. Are you getting your share of 
the results? 
Well, Feb. 29,°1912, is an opportunity. 


Make that day the day of “Advertised 
Goods.” Advertise the fact and push it be- 
fore the public for a week or longer be- 
forehand by means of newspaper advertis- 
ing, circular letters, show cards in the store 
and in the windows. Get everyone interest- 
ed in the matter and offer them some in- 
ducements to come to your store on that 
day. Not only so that they will make pur- 
chases, but also in order that they may 
learn to what extent you are keeping up 
with the times by carrying the standard 
goods that they want to buy. 

Make a window display of advertised 
goods, cutting out of the magazines the ad- 
vertisements of the goods and making a 
border of them around the outside edge of 
the glass. Use show cards that will call the 
attention of the public to the fact that this 
display is entirely made up of the goods 
they see advertised in the magazines. This 
alone will cause many to stop and see how 
many of the articles they can identify. 

Here are some suggestions for cards for 
use in the windows and inside the store to 
call attention to the advertised goods sale: 
“Special Sale of Advertised Goods”; 
“Goods You Know Are All Right’; “Buy 
Advertised Goods at Our Leap Year Sale”; 
“If There Are Any Staple Advertised 


izing in connection with their business, 





Goods That You Want, Come In!”; 
* Money-Saving Sale of Advertised Goods” ; 
“The Goods That Are Right at Prices That 
Are Less Than Right,” etc., etc. 

Of course, newspaper advertising is the 
best advertising to bring people to a special 
sale. Circular letters are next in practical 
usefulness. All kinds of advertising should 
be used in handling a sale in the jewelry 
store and the greatest care should be exer- 
cised to see that no over-statements or mis- 
statements are made. 

The main point in the handling of this 
sale has not yet been given. That is the 
means used of making the prices attractive 
without a promiscuous slashing of standard 
prices. 

Probably the best and safest way is to 
offer a straight discount of such a per cent. 
as can be afforded on purchases of adver- 
tised goods amounting to a certain sum, and 
a sort of sliding scale of discounts might be 
made. Thus, there might be a discount of 
5 per cent. or 10 per cent. on purchases that 
day of advertised goods amounting to $10; 
an additional 5 per cent. if the purchases 
amounted to $20, and so on as far as de- 
sired. 

Or, if the store gives any kind of premi- 
um coupons, the amount given might be in- 
creased for the day on the advertised lines. 
Of course, in any event the advertising 
ought to include a list of the goods that are 
meant by the term “Advertised Goods” in 
order that there shall be no misunderstand- 
ing as to what items are entitled to dis- 
counts. 

It is advisable that these discounts be 
made large enough so that they will repre- 
sent an appreciable saving. The discount 
plan obviates the necessity for advertising 
a cut rate on any article. 

Inasmuch as many of the standard adver- 
tised items are to greater or less extent 
price-protected, it may be necessary to ex- 
empt those items, or simply to leave them 
off the list. Or, another plan may be adopt- 
ed, such as giving some sort of a premium 
with purchases of a certain amount of the 
advertised goods. This premium might take 
the form of an arbitrary premium article or 
it might be giving free goods of the same 
kind as the purchase, 

It may be that the dealer will prefer to 
take up some other form of special sale 
than the one of advertised goods. The extra 
February day offers as good an opportunity 
for a stock reduction sale or for an odds 
and ends sale, or almost any other form 


of special sale. 
It must be remembered, however, that a

special sale must have some extra attrac- 
tion to offer the public if it is to produce 
any extra business. There is a certain 
amount of normal trade along this line of 
goods. In order to increase this amount 
there must be some special inducement to 
people to buy. There must be something to 
justify the statement that it is a special 
sale, People who want a certain article in 
your line badly enough to pay a certain 
price which is below what the article ordi- 
narily sells for, will usually become custom- 
ers upon a reduction to the amount they 
have in mind. Other people who have 
given no thought to the buying of a cer 
tain item in your stock may, upon seeing 
the price down where they can afford it, 
buy readily. 

A special sale which has no opportunity 
to offer to the public in the way of a price 
saving will not be a special sale. It will not 
result in sales of any sort to an appreciable 
amount. 





A Proved Investment. 





A SHORT time ago a well-known man- 

ufacturer announced to his friend, a 
banker, that he intended to invest $20,000 in 
trade-paper advertising. “Why,” said his 
friend, “do you call that an investment? 
What wil! it yield you?” 

“If I place my money in the bank I'll 
get 4 per cent. If my advertising produces 
that or a little more I will be perfectly 
satisfied.” At the end of the year the 
manufacturer calculated that his advertis- 
ing had brought him $4,000 in profits. In 
other words, instead of bringing him 4 per 
cent. it brought him five times that amount 
or 20 per cent. on his investment. 

“How about your advertising invest- 
ment?” said the banker, with a significant 
smile. “Were the results up to your expec- 
tations?” 

“Most assuredly,” replied the advertiser. 
“T have 20 per cent. on my money, which 
is 16 per cent. more than I would get in 
the bank.” 

“That’s all right,” said the financial man 
“but the bank or even Wall Street would 
have returned your original $20,000, too, 
so you see you are short just $16,000.” 


“By no means,” responded the advertiser. 
““My money is still good money, being now 
represented in the form of my trade-mark. 
And don’t you think a business man would 
be most unwise to sell for $20,000 a trade- 
mark which brings him $4,000 a year?” 

Thus was created prestige of real money 
value. If you doubt that advertising is an 
investment try to buy some of the well 
known trade-marks, the value of which has 
been actually created by means of adver- 
tising. Some trade-marks alone are worth 
millions of dollars.

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The Law and the Retailer.

(Continued from issue of Jan. 10.) 
Who May Act as Agent for Another? 


ACH member of a partnership is by 
virtue of his relation as partner of 
the firm an agent of the firm and of each 
partner. The authority of a partner to act 
for the firm and bind his fellow partners 
extends, however, to the ordinary and legit- 
imate mercantile transactions and is limited 
to simple contracts. 

The acts of one partner of a firm within 
the scope of the partnership business will 
be as obligatory on the firm as if done 
with the express consent and knowledge of 
all the respective partners of the firm. 
From this authority of partners to act and 
bind the firm and render any transaction 
within the scope of the firm business ob- 
ligatory upon it, and each partner thereof, 
flows the right of one partner to appoint an 
agent to conduct the business of the con- 
cern, which acts of such agent are equally 
obligatory upon the firm and each partner 
thereof. 

It is important to note right here that 
a partner as such has no power or author- 
ity to bind his copartner by deed, nor can 
he constitute an agent or attorney with suf- 
ficient authority to bind the firm or the 
partners in any obligation in the nature of 
a specialty, unless the others have given 
special authority or consented to or other- 
wise signified their willingness to be bound. 

A partner as agent of the firm may make 
any fair disposition of the partnership mer- 
chandise, or release a debt to the firm 
though under seal, sign or endorse notes, 
and make it operate against the firm. These 
powers are incidental to and indispensably 
necessary to carry out the partnership 
transctions. 

A married woman may become an agent 
even for her husband; such appointment as 
agent may be inferred from acts and the 
conduct of the supposed principal respecting 
her. 

When the agency is to be gathered from 
the conduct of the principal, that conduct 
furnishes the only evidence of its extent, 
as well as of its existence and in determin- 
ing all questions on this subject; the general 
rule is that the extent of the wife’s author- 
ity to act for her husband (between her 
husband and third person) is to be meas- 
ured by the extent of the usual employment 
of the wife by the husband as his agent. 

In the case of Benjamin vs. Benjamin 
(15 Conn., 347), the Court said: 

“A wife, as such, has no original or in- 
herent power to make any contract which 
is obligatory on her husband. No such 
right arises from the marital relation be- 
tween them. If, therefore, she possesses a 
power in any case to bind him, by her con- 
tracts on his behalf it must be by 
virtue of an authority derived from 
him and founded on his assent, al- 
though such assent may be _ precedent 
or subsequent, and express or implied; 
and this is the light in which such 


contracts are universally viewed. When 
such authority is conferred, the relation be- 
tween them and the consequences of that 
relation are analogous to those in the or- 
dinary case of principal and agent. And 
that she has the capacity to be constituted, 
by the husband, his agent, and to act as 
such, equally with any other person, there 
is no doubt.” 

A corporation may act as agent for an- 
other corporation or association or an in- 
dividul, unless there are express provisions 
in its charter or articles of incorporation to 
the contrary. 

Since a corporation as owner of real 
property, can, by its authorized agent, exe- 
cute a conveyance, and may authorize an- 
other by power of attorney in writing to 
convey such property for it, it is plain that 
it may act as the agent for another for a 
like purpose, when it is authorized. 

In the case of Killingsworth vs. Port- 
land Trust Co. (18 Ore., 351), the Court 
had this to say: 

“When a corporation is made the agent 
of another to sell and convey property, it 
acts through the same instrumentalities as 
when acting for itself, and the relation be- 
tween it and its instrumentalities are as 
one being, or artificial person, in the per- 
formance of its engagements, and involves 
no delegation of powers. So that when a 
corporation is invested with a power of 
attorney to sell and convey real property, 
the person conferring the power knows 
that the corporation cannot act personally 
in the matter, but that in performing the 
engagement it will act through its agents, 
who for that purpose are its faculties, and 
whose acts in the discharge of that duty 
are the acts of the corporation, and as such 
must be considered to be included in the 
artificial person as instrumentalities author- 
ized by him to do the act conferred upon it 
by his power of attorney.” 

An infant may act as the agent of another 
and his acts within the scope of his author- 
ity are just as obligatory upon his prncipal 
as if he were an adult, and the fact of in- 
fancy cannot be urged as a defense to an 
action brought to enforce a contract en- 
tered into by such infant as the agent of the 
party sought to be charged therewith. 


Joint Agents. 

As a general doctrine of the law of 
agency, when an authority is conferred by 
the principal upon more than one person to 
act in a matter of a private nature, all must 
act in the execution of the power. A ma- 
jority of the persons so authorized to act 
will not suffice, since the law construes such 
power to have been conferred with the in- 
tention that there be a joint execution of 
the agency. Of course, the authority may 


be conferred in such terms as to authorize- 


a several execution, 6r an execution by a 
majority or other predetermined number, 
but in the absence of express words to that 
effect, a valid execution can be had only by 
a joint execution of the agency.

It may be shown, however, that the 
power was exercised under such circum- 
stances as will justify the inference that the 
principal intended that less than the whole 
number might act, in which case he would 
be bound to those who had acted upon such 
inference. The general rule, that a joint ex- 
ecution must be had of an authority given 
to several, has been made to yield for the 
benefit of trade. 

This rule does not apply to a case when 
an act is to be done by several, which is 
a matter of public concern; all must meet 
and confer, and a majority may then decide. 

The common law rule that where author- 
ity to do an act is conferred upon two or 
more agents, the act is valid to bind the 
principal, only when all of them concur in 
doing it, has no application where the au- 
thority is given to a partnership as such. 

All the partners are not required to join 
in the execution of the agency, for the rea- 
son that where a person appoints a partner- 
ship as his agent he is deemed to have done 
so with reference to rules of law, that each 
member of a partnership is the agent of the 
firm, and all the partners are jointly ac- 
countable for the acts of each other. 

When a person delegates authority to a 
firm it is an appointment of the partner- 
ship as his agent, and not of the individual 
members as his several and separate agents ; 
hence, the execution of the agency by one 
partner is the execution of the firm.

A Card for Boosting the Watch Repairing

baat darned often find it profit- 
able to send out cards giving use- 
ful bits of information concerning the care 
of a watch. The following hints might be 
printed on the reverse side, together with 
the name and address of the firm: 

Wind a watch at nearly the same time 
each day. It is just as bad to wind toc 
often as to let a watch run down. 

Do not wind your watch too tight. This 
is responsible.for many a visit to the jew- 


-eler, 


Do not hold the watch by the stem and 
wind the watch, as some women thought- 
lessly do. 

Do not carry a watch in bag or purse. 
If you cannot wear it outside your gown 
fasten it to your blouse on the inside. 

Don’t bang a watch down on table or 
bureau. If you put it on its back, see it has 
a soft berth. Far better to hang a watch 
when not in use. Fascinating watch stands, 
with convenient hooks, are now sold for 
this purpose. They are ornamental and 
lengthen the life of a watch. 

Do not subject your watch to intense 
heat or freezing. It is injurious, though 
the works be of the best. 

Do not attempt to clean your own watch. 
When it is dirty or needs regulating,. send 
it to the jeweler. And be sure that you 
find one that understands the mechanism 
of watches. There is as big a difference 
between watch repairers as there is in doc- 


-tors, and not all can cure.

The store is only 
7 ft. wide at the front, 6% ft. at the 
rear and 37 ft. deep. Notwithstanding its 
diminutive size, the establishment regularly 
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employs three men, and with extra help 
during the rish seasons. 

The business done in the repairing de- 
partment is somewhat extensive, about 
6,000 watches being repaired every year. 
Besides this all kinds of jewelry are re- 
paired and considerable engraving is done. 
In the workshop four electric motors are 
used. 

Mr. Osgood is an enterprising advertiser, 
and has adopted the slogan “The Little 
Store with the Big Stock.” He uses labels 
of various sizes and shapes for his pack- 
ages. One label is shaped like an owl and 
bears the inscription: “Be Wise and Have 
Osgood of Houlon, Me. Repair Your 
Watches and Jewelry.” He is also sending 
out folders 2% x 3% inches, designed 
after a scheme suggested in the Retail Ad- 
vertising Department of THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR-WEEKLY some time ago. The 
outside front cover of the folder bears the 
inscription: “How Osgood, the Jeweler and 
Expert Watchmaker of Houlon, Me., Lost 
a Customer.” Inside, surrounded by a deep 
black border and set between heavy black 
lines, is the inscription “He Died.” 





Nameless Stores. 


FIVE years ago a jewelry firm built a 
new store on Fifth Ave. No name 
was displayed and the patrons wondered 
when one would appear. None did. Later 
a dry goods firm built a store nearby, and 
it, too, put out no sign. Within a year an- 
other jewelry firm has followed suit, and 
so has an art dealer. All used to have 
signs when they occupied less pretentious 
quarters.

Necro. In ecclesiastical art St. Benedict 
of Palermo has been portrayed as a negro 
in Franciscan habit, in his hand an inflamed 
heart. (Husenbeth.) 

Neo-Greek. “A style of painting adopt- 
ed by some artists who attempt to infuse 
modern sentiment in the style and subjects 
of ancient Greek art.”—Madeline. 

Nero ANTiIco. “A marble sometimes used 
by the. ancient sculptors of Egypt and 
Greece. It is of a very deep black in color 
and is unknown in its natural state in the 
present day.”—Madeline. 

Nervep (her.) “is said of leaves and 
plants, the fibers of which are borne of 
.a different tincture.”—Berry. 


Neupeck (Bavaria) (hard porcelain). 
“Under the auspices of Kurfiirst Max Jo- 
seph III. and under the immediate direc- 
tion of Count von Hainhausen, a porcelain 
fabrique was founded here by the potter 
Niedermayer, in 1754, and the often-men- 
‘tioned Ringler is said to have had a part 
‘in the transaction. But the institutien al- 
ready, after a few years, in 1758, was 
‘transferred to Nymphenburg, where it rose 
‘to a high state.”—Jaennicke. 


Nevers (France). Jaennicke says of 
Nevers, it is one of the oldest sites of the 
French faience industry. It imitated, with 
its majolica, the Italian, but it was decid- 
edly inferior to it. Henri Frantz says a 
faience factory under the patronage of the 
Duc de Nevers was established here about 
1600 by the brothers Domenique, Baptiste 
and Augustin Conrade. This noted family 
of faienciers of Albissola, Italy, according 
to other authorities, was only represented 
at Nevers by the first-named member of 
the brothers. Domenica Conrade from AI- 
bissola appears to have introduced “Chinese 
motifs, Italian family scenes and Oriental 
bouquets” on vases of Italian form mid- 
dle of the 17th century; his son, Antoine, 
was later made “faiencier to the king.” 

Already having made great progress in 
the 17th century, the Nevers faience fa- 
briques made still greater advances in the 
18th century, so that by 1743 there were 
eleven fabriques. Jaennicke enumerates 
the following establishments: In 1608 
‘Domenique Conrade, successor Garilland; 
Nicholas Hudes, and later his widow; de 
‘Champroud. In 1632, Barthélemy Bourcier, 


successors Dumont Champele and Pierre 
Moreau. In 1652, Pierre Custode and 
Esme Godin, factory called the “Ostrich,” 
successor Enfert. In 1652, “Ecce Homo,” 
founded by Nicolas Estienne, Louis Thon- 
nelier de Mambret and Jean Chevalier Le- 
stang. In 1760, “Bethlehem” fabrique, by 
Prou, Joly, Claude Levesque and Jacques 
Sérizier. [In 1716, Fabrique Gounot and 
Merzeret. In 1725, Fabrique Prysie de 
Chazelle, de Bonnaire. In 1749, Fabrique 
Boizeau Deville. In 1750, Fabrique “Bout 
de Monde.’ In 1760, Fabrique Halle by 
Perrony; fabrique “La Royale” by Gan- 
theron & Mottret. 

L. Du Broc de Segange divides the 
faience motifs of Nevers into the following 
epochs: 

Epoch I. 1600-1660. Italian influence. 
‘ II. 1630-1700. Persian taste. 
1650-1750. Japanese and Chi- 


nese taste. :

Characteristics; De Segange says of the 
Nevers palette, the colors are less intense 
than in the Italian of the 16th century, We 
find no red (Jaennicke says the very high 
temperature of the kilns forbade the use of 
the red used by Rouen); manganese- 
violet, never passing into purple as is often 
the case in Italian faience; never any 
heightening of color with white as in Ur- 
bino, Pesaro, Faienza, etc.; never any me- 
tallic lustres, nor any varnish (couverte) ; 
outlines uniformly violet traced with pure 
manganese; flesh tints are produced by 
“the two yellows purely, without any green- 
ish tint” as in the Italian pieces; execu- 
tion of paintings is done “boldly, some- 
times slightly lax.” 

Among the Custode creations were 
statues of saints and virgins exceedingly 
graceful. Their blue faience with flowers,

trees, etc., painted en camaieu, depictions of 
classic incidents from the classic myths 
were favorite motifs. Their amphorae, 
drinking utensils, flasks, etc., all bear strong 
resemblance to Italian ware of that period. 
At a later date the Persian style was close- 
ly followed, the pieces being decorated with

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pinks, tulips, birds and plants, chiefly. 
These pieces were called Eastern ware 
till more recently their Nevers origin was 
discovered. Still later Nevers followed a 
close imitation of Chinese and Japanese 
ware. Next came diverse motifs, as M. 
Bouellain says: ‘“Naiads, artistically de- 
scended from those of the Farnese fres- 
coes, alternate with Dutch drinkers in the 
decoration of comparatively large pieces. 
Now masks or rams’ heads stand out from

the pediment of some colossal fountain or 
ornamental vase, now pot-bellied Chinamen 
strut about on wide-brimmed dishes, re- 
calling with more elegance and less mo- 
notony the favorite style of Delft.” Next 
followed Rouen imitations with blue en 
‘camaieu in drug-pots, flagons, Chinese 
vases and ewers. In decoration the copies 
of Rouen birds, butterflies and flowers were 
good. Moustiers styles started up about 
1735 with workers from that place. Saxony 
imitations followed. Lastly decadence set 
in and plates of the Revolution (“faiences 
patriotiques”) on which figure emblems of 
royalty, nobility, clergy and the people, all 
lacking in quality. In 1789 the treaty with 
England admitted English pottery and its 
low price extinguished the Nevers industry. 

Copying, as she did, so closely the char- 
acteristics of other wares, she can claim 
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one distinction. A style of decoration pe- 
culiar to Nevers was the decoration in

white on a blue ground—the reverse of 
the usual “blue and white.” 

NEWCASTLE, England (cer.). Luster ware 
was made here early in the 19th century 
and we have the names of Sewell & Don- 
kin, Fell and Sheriff Hill Pottery. Blacker 
says the rarest pieces from the Sunderland 
and the Newcastle factories are those deco- 
rated with a pink luster ship in full sail, 
and slabs for hanging on the wall, with 
metallic luster frames decorated with trans- 
fer-printed ships. They are all resist 
luster. 

Newe (her.), or neve. Old English terms 
for fretted. 

Nicoro. A connoisseur’s term for sar- 
donyx, having two layers, the upper one 
pale blue, “the lower black, translucent or 
opaque.”—C. W. King. 

NIDERVILLER (cer.). In Lorraine, France, 
Baron Jean Louis de Bayerlé, about 1754, 
founded a faience factory there and made 
pieces after Strasburg style, with German 
workers only. Jaennicke says: “Already 
in 1760 numerous porcelain pieces richly 
decorated, produced from German kaolin, 
were placed in the commercial market.” 
Auscher says it was not till 1765 that it 
was decided to manufacture hard-paste por- 
celain and by 1768 the production arrived 
at commercial proportions. Bayerlé later 
obtained a superior kaolin from St. Yrieix. 
Niderviller, therefore, was the first to pro- 
duce hard porcelain in French territory. 
Anstett, the chemist engaged here, is said 
to have first introduced purple of Cassius 
(a gold-base purple) in faience decoration. 

General the Comte de Custine took over 
the ownership of the fabrique in 1780 and 
continued the works till he was guillotined 
in 1793. He had Claude-Frangois Lanfrey, 
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a noted potter, as manager. Lanfrey en- 
gaged Charles Lemire (he is also called 
Mire and Charles Sauvage), the sculptor 
of Lunéville, whose statuettes and groups, 
in terre de Lorraine (to which refer), made 
this factory renowned. Lemire, having 
been a fellow-worker with Cyfflé at Luné- 
ville, the similarity of their creations is 
somewhat confusing. Lemire’s superb lit- 
tle biscuit figures started a fashion. Au- 
scher distinguishes the characteristics of 
Cyfflé as the outcome of a boon companion 
who “loved to treat jovial subjects and 
popular types,” while Lemire “by instinct 
a decorator, modeled children, cupids, 
shepherdesses, vases and groups of pure 
and elegant form, in the style of Louis 
XVI.” Wylde says his work “is more 
severe.” Lanfrey continued the works 
after the death of Custine and through 
the revolutionary period. He was succeed- 
ed, after death; by M. Dryander in 1827. 
The factory continued till the middle of 
the 19th century. 

Characteristics. Under the Bayerlé re- 
gime a very translucent body was produced, 
similar to the German fabriques, and, 
Saxon workers being employed, Meissen 
style prevailed. Under Custine the body 
became “less vitreous” and “covered by an 
extremely beautiful and lustrous glaze, sim- 
ilar in appearance to the Sévres glaze of | 
the same period.” (Auscher.) Wylde 
says: “As a rule the body is almost 
opaque.” Niderviller produced all the 
wares usually pertaining to the fabriaues 
at that period. A peculiar product, now- 
ever, was its specialty of plates and dishes 
grained to imitate wood. Landscapes were 
painted in pink on a white border, having 
a corner turned over to vividly create the 
impression of being painted on _ paper. 
Many of the landscapes are signed by 
Kilian, a German engraver. Gilding was 
adopted during the Custine period. The 
table ware was generally decorated with 
roses, forget-me-nots and little flowers, 
either scattered over the pieces in detached 
sprays or arranged in the form of bouquets, 
Lemire’s noted figures include: “The Cake 
Vendors,” “The Cobbler,’ “The Old 
Clothes-mender,” “The Beggars,’ the fa- 
mous “Paris Cries,” numerous shepherd- 
esses and shepherds, mythological figures 


such as “Jupiter and Juno,” “Apollo,” 
“Venus,” etc. 
Marks: An impressed “B” is often sup- 


posed to represent Bayerlé, but “A” inter- 
laced with “N” appears at the same epoch. 
The Custine period used the letters “C” 
and “N” interlaced, and later two C’s 
crossed, surmounted by a coronet. “N,” 
“Nider” and “Niderviller’ are found in 
1792. All marks blue under-glaze. 

NIELLATorI (Ital.). “The artists who 
practiced that branch of engraving metal 
plates called mniello.”—Madeline.

Translated expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly from the 
Deutsche Uhrmacher-Zeitung. 




















HIS is the title the creator of the inter- 
esting art clock shown in the illustra- 

tion has conferred on his work. Inspired 
with the object of displaying to the gaze of 
the observer the great deeds of his German 
forefathers, and starting with the opinion 
that all the fine arts combined in a work 
of art with movable figures have quite a 


carved oak, 14% feet wide, 11% feet high 
and 3% feet deep and represents the life- 
work of the ingenious constructor.. In the 
central space nine dials are to be seen, dec- 
orated with miniature paintings and bearing 
at the edge narrow hour uivisions. In or- 
der that the pictures may not be covered by

different effect on the great mass of the 
people than, for instance, a printed histori- 
cal work, ex-Mayor Erasmus Ehrich (at the 
time, of Friedenau, near Berlin) conceived 
the idea of creating the work presented, 
with the aid of clever young artists—me- 
chanical science, architecture, painting, 
sculpture, poetry and music having stood 
sponsors for it.

reaching over the edge, where the hour 
signs are. By a very happy arrangement, 
day and night time is differentiated. The 
very finely painted pictures show by suitable 
representations the. countries whose time 
the dial gives; for instance, the central dial 
portrays the seven European states that 
have adopted central European time, the 
German Empire being represented by: the 
Royal Palace in Berlin, the Reichstag build- 


ing and the Victory columns (symbolizing 
the crown, the parliament and the army) ; 
Italy is represented by the square of St. 
Peter in Rome, with St. Peter’s Church 
and the Vatican; Sweden by the, Royal Pal- 
ace in Stockholm; France by the Place de 
la Concorde and the Eiffel tower; England 
by the London Houses of Parliament; Rus- 
sia by a typical Russian monastery, etc. 
Other pictorial representations bear refer- 
ence to other parts of the world. 

The smallest detail has been separately 
considered and identified with some ethical 
idea. Thus, the carved garlands, olive 
branches and ivy vines typify peace and 
fidelity in keeping the peace. Two reliefs 
are intended as allegories of awakening and 
expiring life; the one shows a mother, 
beaming with joy, with her babe in her 
arms, in the center of a spring landscape; 
the second, the dying mother as she blesses 
her child, while the hands of the clock indi- 
cate the hour of departing life, shortly be- 
fore midnight. In similar poetic style the 
four seasons and labor and religion are 
portrayed. 

The whole is permeated by a lively mani- 
festation of love for the fatherland, the 
progress of which is shown in beautiful 
paintings. This series finds its beginning 
in the central, lower field, which presents 
the fable of the creation by a landscape, in- 
habited by prehistoric animals, the fog in- 
dicating the eternal mystery. 

Pictures follow showing the aboriginal 
inhabitants of Germany, then a whole series 
of important historical events from the 
times of Charlemagne, King Henry, Bar- 
barossa, etc., also the origin of the house 
of Hohenzollern, a scene from the life of 
the great Prussian King Frederick, an inci- 
dent from the war of independence, a pic- , 
ture with the inscription “The Gathering 
of the People in Arms,” the first homage 
the new German Emperor in Versailles, 
etc. The heroes of the German military 
movement are shown in a separate picture; 
also the three German emperors are repre- 
sented in the most thoughtful manner, Em- 
peror William I. as the simple father of 
his country, who in 1881 introduced the 
social movement that afterward attained 
such magnitude; Emperor Frederick III. as 
the patient, noble sufferer; Emperor -Will- 
iam II. as the builder of the empire by 
peaceful methods and the father of the 
German navy. 

Of this character there are still a large 
number of ingenious representations in the 
clock, which we unfortunately cannot enu- 
merate here, let alone describe more closely.

This table shows that watches 
and clocks to the value of $282,300 were 
imported during 1909 and the exports were 
valued at $100. During 1910 watches and 
clocks to the value of $260,000 were im- 
ported and the exports were valued at 
$5,100.
